A N ew Y ork H e b e W h o Out-Swims A ll 
th e Y o u n g M tn . 
N e w Y o r k , August 10th.—There was a 
novel sw im m ing contest from a bathing 
house. W est Brighton, on Kell von Knil, 
on Monday and W ednesday between Miss 
Mary Seebecker and W. H . W arburton, a 
wealthy resident of W est Brighton. 
Miss Seebecker is a brunette twenty years 
old, about tbe m edium bight, w ith a good 
figure and very prepossessing. She is an 
expert sw im m er and diver, and has been 
practicing steadily. 
W arburton is about tw en‘y-five years 
old, tall, well built and an all around 
athlete. 
T H E CH ALLENG E. 
W arburton and Miss Seebecker often 
visited the baths together, and rivalry 
sprang up between them as to which was 
the bettor sw im m er. 
Finally Miss See­ 
becker challenged W arburton to swim a 
race, and W arburton prom ptly accepted 
the challeoge. 
The conrse was from a 
float anchored at the bath house to a float 
anchored at the Riverside Hotel, a distance 
of one m ile and a quarter diagonally. 
W hen the news of the contest leaked out 
on Monday the river was crowded with 
sm all boats and the shores were lined with 
people to see the race.

W a s h i n g t o n , A ugust 10th.—A few m in­ 
utes before 8 o’clock this m orning Mrs. 
Sheridan, accompanied by General and 
Mrs. Rucker, her father and m other. Col­ 
onel Sheridan and other m em bers of the 
family, entered St. M atthew’s 
Church, 
where the rem ains of the dead General lie 
in state. A t that hour a special requiem 
mass was celebrated by Father Kerwick.

church the guard resum ed their places and 
visitors were again adm itted.

In accordance with the wish of Mrs. 
Sherinan, the sim ple effect of the casket, 
covered only w ith the American flag, was 
not broken by placing floral tributes upon 
it. 
Such flowers as were received were 
placed on the steps inside the altar-rail. A 
wreath of ivy leaves with palm branches 
arrived at the church this m orning from 
some unknow n source. 
It was thought to 
have been sent by the President. 
The church will rem ain open, as usual 
until 8 o'clock to-morrow m orning, the 
usual parocbical mass being celebrated at 7.

m ade to M axwell 
and Landgraf at 6 
o’clock 
Maxwell was nervous, pallid and ill at 
ease in the last hours. 
H e ate sparingly of 
breakfast, and shortly after 5 o’clock, hav­ 
ing dressed him self in an entire new suit, 
partook of holy com m union. 
Landgraf rem ained cool and collected 
throughout the night. 
H e ate a hearty 
breakfast and received th? sacram ents soon 
after Brooks had done so. 


m a x w e l l ' s LAST H O PE D ISPELLED . 
At 8 o’clock a telegram was received 
from Jefferson City saying that the Gov­ 
ernor had received another dispatch from 
the B ritish M inister, W est, in Brooks’ be­ 
half, but declined to change his decision. 
At 8:45 the Sherilf entered the cell where 
Maxwell end Landgraf had been placed to­ 
gether, and read the death w arrant. 
Max­ 
well paled perceptibly, and showed evi­ 
dence of increasing weakness, aud as his 
arm s were being pinioned he bit his lips 
and gulped several times. 


A PITEOUS SIG H T. 
Tbe procession 
to the 
scaffold was 
formed with the Sheriff and deputies iu 
front, followed by the condemned ones, 
with a priest between tbem , then the po­ 
lice, then the reporters and witnesses. 
As they moved slowly, Maxwell was a 
piteous sight, with an ashen palor, his face 
pinched and drawn, eyes swollen and lips 
twitching. 
Landgraf moved like a log, with a Half 
smile, half sneer on his face. 


ON T H E SCAFFOLD. 
The priest read prayers, and the men 
signified that they had nothing to say, and 
the black caps were drawn down, as an aw­ 
ful look of despair passed over M axwell’s 
face, and his knees trembled. 
The nooses were adjusted, and at 8:56 
the drop fell. 
Landgraf never moved a muscle there­ 
after. 
Not so with Maxwell. 
W hen he fell his 
breast heaved convulsively and hi3 limbs 
were drawn upward, while the spectators 
were shocked by a stream of blood pour­ 
ing down the right breast of his coat, which 
was afterwards found to have been caused 
by a cut on the nose inflicted by the rope. 
Landgraf wau pronounced dead in eleven 
and a half m inutes. 
M axwell’s struggle 
continued fourteen m inutes. 
Landgraf was cut down at 9:12, Maxwell 
at 9:15. 
T he bodies were removed to the morgue 
office and pbotogiaphed, 8fter which a post 
m ortem was commenced. 


T H E POST-MORTEM. 
The result of the post-m ortem shows 
th at the necks of both Maxwell and Land- 
§ 
raf were broken. 
M axwell’s nose was 
roken. and it is presum ed be struck some 
part of the gallows in his fall. Several of 
the sm aller hones in his neck were frac­ 
tured. 
Alter the post-m ortem the rem ains of 
M axwell were taken to an undertaking es­ 
tablishm ent, embalmed and prepared for 
burial. The casket was quietly coveyed to 
Calvary Cemetery and placed in the vault 
for interm ent at a later day. 
MAXWELL’S DYING STATEMENT. 
S t. L o u is, August 10th.—To day M ax­ 
well furnished a document which he called 
his dying statem ent. 
In it he reasserts 
his innocence of the willful m urder of 
Charles A rthur Preller, and then gives an 
epitome of the case, as heretofore pub­ 
lished, beginning with the acquaintance 
formed in Liverpool with Preller, detail­ 
ing the death of Preller, his own terror and 
flight, pursuit, capture, trial and convic­ 
tion, and closing w ith a bitter denuncia­ 
tion of those whom he asserts have been 
instrum ental in dragging him ont of the 
highways of justice into the bypaths of 
mob law and m aking his execution an in­ 
famy and disgrace to the United States.

T h e S e n a te . 
W ashington, August lOtb.—After rout­ 
ine business the Senate proceeded to busi­ 
ness on the calendar, disposing of various 
bills 
A t 2 p. m. the Senate proceeded to the 
consideration of the fisheries treaty in open 
executive session. 
Stewart gave notice that as soon as the 
fisheries tieaty was disposed of he would 
pres3 tbe bill for the admission of the 
Stale of W ashington. 
Call, who was to speak on the treaty, 
said he was not prepared to do so to-day, 
and suggested that the m atter go over till 
Monday. 
Consent was given, and the Senate re­ 
sum ed consideration of legislative business. 
T he Senate bill to regulate commerce 
carried 
on by telegraph 
having 
been 
reached, Beck rem arked that it was a very 
im portant bill, and asked the Chairman 
of the Interstate Commerce Committee 
w hether the report was unanim ous. 
Cullom stated that it was. There had 
been no disagreement whatever in the 
committee on the suoject. 
The bill was read in full and passed. 
It 
is the bill introduced by Spooner on the 
27th of January, 1888, and reported back 
from the Committee on Interstate Com­ 
merce with an amendment on the 18th of 
July. 
Its provisions have been published. 
The Senate bill appropriating $25,000 to 
improve and encourage the cultivation and 
manufacture of flax and hemp was passed. 
The conference report on the bill to aid 
State Soldiers’ Homes was presented and 
agreed to. 
The Senate then proceeded to executive 
business, and soon adjourned till Monday.

House, Townsend of Illinois submitted 
tbe conference report on tbe bill granting 
aid to State Homes for Disabled Volun­ 
teers.

Tbe Senate joint resolution was passed 
authorizing the President to present a gold 
medal to Francis Joseph in recognition of 
his eminent services in constructing and 
perfecting a life-saving apparatns. 
After passing a half-dozen private bills 
the House took a recess until evening, the 
session to be for the consideration of pri­ 
vate pension bills. 
The House at its evening session passed 
thirty-five private pension bills, and at 
10:30 adjourned tili Monday.

F or a real old-fashioned fish story—one 
th at can stand right up and declare itself 
as a paralyzer— listen to one th at Tom 
Rodgers, a traveling man from Philadel­ 
phia, related recently. 
H e had returned 
from a trip to Montana, and was full of 
yam s about fishing, but th is one, which is 
given as he told it, is considered by the 
best local liars to take the palm : 
“ A friend of mine, named Thomas, had 
a large farm on the Missouri bottoms near 
Sioux City,” said Mr. Rodgers, “ it was all 
fenced with barbed wire, there being two 
miles of such fencing on the place. 
He 
happened in Sioux City about the time 
that the gorge up the river had dammed 
the water up to such a prodigious liight. 
Foreseeing that when the gorge broke it 
would be likely to raise the water to such 
an extent as to flood his farm, he rode 
hastily home and made preparations ac­ 
cordingly. 
H is stock and all that was 
movable was transferred to higher ground. 
Then he and his hired men proceeded to 
impale little chunks of meat on every barb 
of that wire fence. 
It was a big job, but it 
was finished just as the water began to cover 
the lower pasture lot. 
For twenty-six 
hours the water stood five feet above the 
top of the highest feneepost, and when it 
receded the most remarkable sight was re­ 
vealed. 
From every barb, except three, 
of that two miles of fencing, hung a fish. 
There were pickerel, bass, pike, perch, 
suckers and every other variety of Western 
fish. 
A single calculation will show pre­ 
cisely the size of the haul. 
It was a five- 
wire fence, each wire having thirty-six 
barbs to the rod, making, as any school 
boy can tell yon, a total of 115,200 barbs 
to the two miles of fencing. 
There were 
three barbs that had caught nothing, so 
there were only 115,197 fish capturea by 
Thomas’ barbed fence. 
You may think 
that I am stretching the story,” said Mr. 
Rodgers, “ but I am n ot; and what is the 
most peculiar thing abont that fishing ex­ 
ploit, there has only been three fish caught 
in the Mississippi river since—-just the 
number that didn’t get caught on my 
friend’s barbed wire fence.”— Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette.

IN CENTRAL AMERICA. 


CLEIOSiriES OF LIFE IN THE COL­ 
ON! OF BELIZE. 


A. Strange Corner o f Creation under 
E n glish R u le—A M ythical or 
W onderful City. 


[Kpceial Correspondence of the Reooj.d-I'nion. I 
B e liz e , Honduras, July 29,1888. 
The main street of this negre town runs 
parallel to the sea shore for more than a 
mile, a few lesser streets diverging from it. 
A t one end stands the barracks, and at the 
other the Government House, intersected 
midway by the Kio Belize, across which 
are thrown substantial bridges. The most 
picturesque, as well as the most costly of 
these, is that near the mouth of the river, 
exactly opposite the little fort-crowned 
isle which l:oks net unlike tGovernor’s 
Island, near New Ycrk. 
The Governmeni House is beautifully 
located, with grassy lawns extending to the 
waters’ edge, shaded by giant cocoanut 
trees. 
In the rear of it, near a handsome 
Protestant church, is the negro common 
school, supported by the local government. 
The boys' department, we arc told, contains 
some 250 pupils, between the ages of five 
and fifteen, while the girls' department is 
not nearly so well attended, inquiring as 
to the progress of the scholars, the teacher 
(a mulatto) informed me that the bright 
est are those who have the least negro 
Mood, and that it is almost a hopeless task 
to try to teach “ the young idea” of un­ 
adulterated African origin. 
There is also a Catholic College in 
Belize, and both the Baptists and Wes- 
leyans have schools connected with their 
chapels. There is a savings hank, under 
guarantee of the local Legislature; 
an 
Asylum for the Insane; a public hospital, 
with a free dispensary for the benefit of 
the poor; and an iron 
market-house, 
which is said to have cost four thousand 
pounds of English money. 
As to the Government of Belize Í cannot 
tell you much, for to my unenlightened 
Yankee mind the British “ institutions” 
are a puzzle of the first water. 
There are 
five judicial Courts here—the Supreme 
Court, the Grand Court, the Court of Or­ 
dinary, and the Summary aud Police 
Courts. 
The Grand Court consists of 
seven J udges, most of whom are “ gentle­ 
men of color,” and I noticed that the 
juroi's’ box presented an almost unbroken 
Ims of ebony faces; for in the political, as 
well as the social life of this queer corner of 
creation, cast? docs not depend upon the 
hue of the skin, and there is uo distinc­ 
tion whatever in regard to complexion, 
even in m arrajo contracts. 
At one end of this Court-room is a high 
platform, upon which is a large circular 
table, around which the Judges sit, in 
ponderous chairs of sclid mahogony, armed, 
high-backed, and cushioned with crimson 
velvet, while overhead, fastened to the 
back wall is a massive mahogany tablet, 
bearing the arms of England. 
It is as­ 
serted that there has never been a real, 
live lawyer in Belize, and there being no bar 
to prepare men for the bench, merchants, 
doctors, lumbermen, or persons of any of 
this avocations, whose character and gen­ 
eral qualifications are up to the standard 
of the country, are eligible to Judgeship. 
The Grand Court is the highest tribunal 
for the trial of civil causes, and has juris­ 
diction of all amounts above fifteen pounds. 
Despite the absence of lawyers, there is no 
lack of legislation in Belize, for—being a 
place of large commercial transactions— 
contracts are daily made, broken or mis­ 
understood, requiring the intervention oi 
some projter tribunal to compel their ful­ 
fillment, or adjust their differences. There­ 
fore, the calendar is always large and the 
Court-room crowded. 
The only appeal from the decisions of this 
Court is to the Queen in Council; hut 
very seldom are cases carried up, though 
the ingenuity of the bar, as elsewhere 
displayed in worming out the truth, is 
here conspicuously wanting. 
W hatever 
has caused this unprecedented drought of 
legal “ limbs” I do not know. 
It may be 
a relic of the old-tinte prejudice against 
the fraternity yet lingering in the minds 
of the people—the same which, as early as 
1526, cropped out in the Spanish grant ot 
that year, whereby the King gave all this 
section to Francisco de Montcjo, expressly 
stipulating that no lawyers or attorneys 
should be allowed to go onto these lands 
from the kingdom of .Spain, or anywhere 
else, alleging as a reason therefor that lit­ 
igation and controversies would follow 
them. 
The barracks are situated at the extreme 
southern end of the town, on the opposite 
side of a tiny bay. They are garrisoned 
by negro soldiers, most of whom were en­ 
listed at the English recruiting stations in 
Africa. 
And line-lookiug fellows they 
a re ; 
tall, athletic, their 
ebony faces 
shining above their red coals as though 
daily polished with 
“ Bixby’s Best”— 
very warlike in appearance when bristling 
with steel on the line. They call them­ 
selves “ The Queen’s Guards,” and look 
down with the utmost contempt upon 
“ common niggers.” 
The Government pit-pan is about the 
same fashion of boat as that in which the 
native Indians navigated the rivers of the 
New World liefore even the Spaniards dis­ 
covered 
it. 
European 
ingenuity has 
somewhat beautified the ancient model, 
but lias never yet contrived a better. This 
one is made of the trunk of a magnificent 
mahogany tree, forty feet long by six feet 
wide iu the center, running to a point at 
both ends. Ten feet from the stern, ex­ 
tending forward, is a light wooden top, 
supported by fanciful stancheons, curtained 
with gailv-striped canvas, for protecting 
against sun and rain. The seats are wide 
and well cushioned, and altogether no 
Venetian gondola is more luxuriously fitted 
up. 
It is_ manned by eight coal-black sol­ 
diers, sitting two on a seat, with paddles 
six feet long, while two steersmen stand 
up behind like ebony automatons. 
W ith the barracks the “suburbs” end, 
and immediately hack of it a vast, unculti­ 
vated solitude begins—low, flat and vcrv 
rich. 
There are no wheel-carriages in 
Belize, and no use for any, since but one 
road is open. So far as going elsewhere is 
concerned, one would better live upon an 
island, for between this city and other in­ 
habited portions of Central America tlie 
wilderness is unbroken even by an ludían 
trail, and there is absolutely no communi­ 
cation with the interior except by the 
rivers or the Golfo Dulce. 
Including this colony, British Honduras 
lias an area of 13,000 square miles, extend­ 
ing fully 150 miles along the eastern coast 
of Yucatan and Guatamala. The River 
Hondo forms the northern boundary of 
the English possessions, aud Sarstoon* the 
southern—the latter being navigable for 
small canoes as far as the rapids of Gracias 
a I)ios (“Thanks to God” ), its uptier soli­ 
tudes never having tiecn disttirlied bv anv 
timber cutters. 
Most of this country be­ 
tween these two great rivers is well .wood­ 
ed; wild animals, birds and tish abound, 
and the soil of the valleys is said to be 
remarkably fertile. 
One day a party was made up, including 
ourselves and the resident American Con­ 
sul, for an excursion up the Rio Belize. 
We went in a mahogany pdt-pan, ssme- 
thing like that owned by the Government, 
only, of course, not nearly so ‘W ell” as to 
cushions arid curtains. 
But our “while- 
robed rowers, rowing in tune,” were as 
black as those of the barracks, and the 
■ongs they chanted were wild as those of 
Nubian boatmen on the Nile. 
A few 
touches of their long paddtes carried us 
rapidly the full length of the town, shot 
us under the big bridge opposite the fort, 
and carried u« on info the still expanse of 
the majestic river, till soon we were in a 
solitude as perfect as it thousands of miles 
beyond the abodes of man. 
The Rio Belize, rising in the Montana 
de Delores, near Lake Reten, and crossing 
the center of British Honduras, is the 
great highway for interior commerce, its 
pit-pans bringing down to port huge ma­ 
hogany howls, baskets, paddles, etc., of 
Indian manufacture, besides the sugar, 


giant trees, which seem to grow out of the 
water, spreading ttieir branches across in 
perpetual twilight, their shapes reflected 
in the still water as in a mirror. 
Tlie region of its headwaters is still oc­ 
cupied by the the aboriginal owners, who 
are as wild anil 
free to-day as when 
Cortez found them. The most that we 
can learn of it is that the wonderful 
Laguna del Peten lies 500 feet above tlie 
level of the sea, and is about 25 miles 
long by five wide, aud 30 fathoms deep. 
In this lake are several islands, the largest 
of which—also called Peten—is steep and 
lofty. It was formerly the central scat of 
the Itzas Indians, after their expulsion 
from ltzumal and then from Chichen; 
and in tlie ancient town upon it, now 
known as Fiores, the skeleton of the all- 
conquering Spaniard’s horse was set tip or 
worshiped as a god by the astonished In ­ 
dians. 
The wildest rumors arc afloat concern­ 
ing this lovely city, and it is difficult to 
distinguish between fact and fancy. 
Mr. 
Stephens says that the cure of Quiche 
(an lnlian town in Guatemala) told him 
that he (the cure) had seen it from the 
ridge of some high mountains visible from | 
that place, and that the walls were of j 
silver, which glistened in the sun with in- | 
conceivable brilliancy. 
But the diflieul- 1 
ties in the way deterred even an intrepid 
traveler like Stephens from attempting its 
exploration. 
It is evident, however, that 
he believed the story—though possibly 
with some grains-of allowance, for he sums 
up the result of all his explorations as 
follows: “ I coneeive it to be not impos­ 
sible that within this secluded region ex­ 
ists, at this day, unknown to white men, 
a living, aboriginal city, occupied by relics 
of this ancient race, who still worship in 
the temples of their fathers.” 
It was forty years ago that Stephens 
w rote; hut later travelers, some of whom 
spent years in the country, believe in the 
existence of tlie mysterious city. 
Don 
Pedro Yalesquez, of Guatemala, writes in 
a Spanish memoir, that the account of 
Stephens and others stimulated two young 
men of Baltimore, Mil., to set out on an 
expedition for the discovery of this sacred 
stronghold. 
He says that at last they en­ 
tered the valley which contained the ob­ 
ject of their long search—and before them 
shone the phantom city, in all the glory 
of its glistening walls and splendid statu­ 
ary. 
Entering its precincts, after a skir­ 
mish with the Indians, they beheld its 
mysteries. Then, endeavoring to escape, 
one of them was sacrificed upon the high 
altar of the sun, and the other was so 
badly wounded that he died a few days after­ 
wards in the forest of Guatemala. Only 
Don Yalesquez and two tru-ty guides es­ 
caped to tell the story of their adventure; 
and though this was thirty-four years ago. ' 
no later attempt has been made. 
The eminent 
legist, Frederick 
Ober, says that when, iu 1881, lie found 
himself on the bor • 
of tl is country, the 
mysterious city took so strong a hold upon 
him that he narrowly missed going alone 
in search of it. 
He made a formal pro¡>o- 
sition to enter the region and study the 
people inhabiting it; but, unfortunately, 
scientific authority declined to furnish tlie 
necessary funds. 
Says the young enthu­ 
siast: 
“Imagine what a stimulant to an 
earnest explorer the possible discovery of 
this wonderful city oilers. 
It would lie 
well worth a year of one’s life even to look 
upon its walls, and another year would be 
a cheap purchase for a glimpse of its in­ 
terior and people.” 
If it is indeed true that somewhere in 
the terra incognito around Peten, where 
aboriginal tribes roam with all the free­ 
dom of their ancestors, the “ Phantom 
City” really exists, as described by so many 
authorities, is not the region more worthy 
of exploration than the heart of Africa or 
the Polar Sea ? To find tlie key to lost 
arts and manufactures, to discover" a people 
still retaining the rite of sacrifice and all 
the customs of their ancient progenitors, 
should be sufficient incentive. 
But so far 
—alas! 
like the young Baltimoreans— 
those who go never return to tell the tale 
of their explorations.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


P lum Preserves.—Allow equal quan­ 
tities of sugar and fru it; add water to 
make a rich syrup; boil and pour over 
the plum s; let stand over night; drain 
off the syrup and boil half an hour; pour 
over the plums and put in glass jars. 


P e a r P r e s e r v e s .— Peel, cut in halves, 
core and weigh ; allow three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar to a pound of fru it: make 
syrup and add to the fru it; when done 
skim out the fruit and put in glass jars. 
Boil tlie syrup low, pour over and seal’. 


G r a c e P r e s e r v e s .— Pic!; grapes from 
the stem, skin and put in a kettie; cook 
until the seeds are loose, then strain, 
weigh with the skins, and to every pound 
allow a pound of sugar. 
Put the grapes 
in the kettle; when boiling add the sugar 
and cook slowly until done. 


C r a ii-a p p l e 
P r e s e r v e s . — P ut crab- 
apples in the kettle and keep scalding hot 
for an hour; add a small lump of alum. 
Take tlie fruit up and skin, but leave on 
the stein. 
Add a pound of sugar to every 
pint of juice, and boil to a syrup; pour 
over the fruit and put in glass iars. 


T o m a t o e s 
a n d O n io n s . — Prick the 
small ripe tomato skins and lay them in 
layers, cover with 
small 
onions and 
sprinkle with salt, let it stand a week, 
drain off salt water, put the tomatoes in a 
jar and cover witli strong vinegar. 
Boil a 
pint of vinegar with red )>epper, horse­ 
radish, spices and mustard, add to the 
pickles. 
To C a n G r a p e s . — Pick them carefully 
from the stems, taking care not to tear tlie 
skins much ; put them in a porcelain ket­ 
tle with a little w ater; stir them carefully 
and only enough to make sure that they 
are well heated through ; then put them 
in tlie cans. 
Tlie pulp will then lie 
whole, and the sauce not all seeds and 
skins. 
S tv ffk d P eppers.—Slit tlie peppers, 
take out the seeds and stuff with cabbage 
shreddid very tine, and English mustard- 
seed in equal parts. Put a small white 
onion and two cloves in each pepper. Tie 
them firmly up and put into cold vinegar. 
The cabbage should be sprinkled with salt 
and hung up in a bag to drain the dav be­ 
fore it is used.— The Caterer. 


Practical Hints on Disinfection. 
The following is from “Disease Germs 
and How to Combat Them,” by Lucius 
Pitkin, in the Century, accompanied by a 
frontispiece portrait of Pasteur: 
hirst—Corrosive sublimate 
(mercuric 
chloride), sulphate of copper, and chloride 
of lime are among our best disinfectants, 
the first two being poisonous. At whole­ 
sale drug houses in New York single 
pouuds can be obtained, mercuric acid 
costing 75 cents, the others 10 cents a 
pound. 
Second—A quarter of a pound of cor­ 
rosive sublimate aud a ¡>ound of ¡sul­ 
phate <J copper in one gallon of water 
make a concentrated solution to keep in 
stock. 
We will refer to it as “Solu­ 
tion A.” 
T hird—For the ordinary disinfecting 
solution add half a pint o f'“Solution A” 
to a gallon of water. This, while costing 
less than a cent and a half per gallon, is a 
good strength for general u se. 
Use in 
about equal quantity in disinfecting chol­ 
eraic or typhoid fever excreta. 
Fourth—A 4 per cent, solution of good 
chloride of lime or a quarter pint of “Solu­ 
tion A” to a gallon of water is used to 
wash wood work, floors and wooden furni­ 
ture, after fumigation and ventilation.

fu m ig a tin g 
w ith s u lp h u r, 
th r e e to fo u r jio u n d s sh o u ld he u sed to 
e v e ry th o u sa n d c u b ic feet a ir sp ace. 
B ute

The winding Tiber still creeps among 
the “ Seven H ills” of tfee Eternal City, ss 
in ancient times when the followers of 
Romulus so proudly walked 
upon its 
banks and formed the first community of 
the Roman Empire- The approach of the 
Eternal City is truly inspiring. 
The 
dome of St. Peter's is seen from a great 
distance; it commands a prominent view 
of the city and of the Roman campagna, 
which extends southwards to the Alban 
Ilills from Mount Soracte, and from the 
Vpennines westward to the sea. 
The population of this great city is 350,­ 
000, crowded together in Italian style, and 
doing a large business on the bazaar prin­ 
ciple of sales. Several of the largest busi­ 
ness houses conduct their sales on tlie mod­ 
ern j)lan, but tlie stalls and street stands 
and jieddlers crying out to sell their goods 
largely detracts from a steady business en­ 
terprise, anil also throws upon the market 
trashy articles. Rome, like Naples, re­ 
ceives large revenues from tourists and 
from the religious devotees of the Pope, 
hundreds of whom are constantly in the 
city in tlie interests of parishes, schools, 
reforms, and of questions of vital interest 
to the Catholic Church of all lands. 


s t. p e t e r ’s , o f s o m e . 
Our first visit is to the Cathedral of St. 
Peter’s. 
A writer has well said of it: 
“The most expensive hall ever constructed 
by human art expands in magnificent per­ 
spective before you. 
Advancing lip tlie 
nave you admire the beauty of the varie­ 
gated marble under your feet, and the 
splendor of tlie golden vault overhead, the 
lofty Corinthian pilasters with their bold 
entablature, the intermediate niches with 
their statues, the arcades with their grace­ 
ful figures that recline on the curves of 
their arches. 
But how great your aston­ 
ishment when you reach the foot of the 
altar, and standing in the center of tlie 
church contemplate the four superb vistas 
that open around y o u ; and then raise 
your eyes to the dome at the prodigious 
elevation of 440 feet, extending like a 
firmament over your head and presenting 
in glowing mosaic the companies of the 
just and tlie choirs of celestial spirits. 
“Around tlie dome rise four other cupo­ 
las, small, indeed, when considered sepa­ 
rately ; six more, three on either side, 
cover the divisions of the aisles, and six 
more of greater dimensions canopy as 
many chapels. 
All these inferior cupolas 
are like the grand dome itself, lined with 
mosaics. 
Many, indeed, of the master­ 
pieces of painting which formerly graced 
this edifice have been removed and re­ 
placed bv mosaics, which retain all the 
tints and beauties of the originals, im­ 
pressed on a more durable and solid sub­ 
stance. Tlie aisles and altars are adorned 
with numberless antique pillars that bor­ 
der the churches all around and form a 
secondary order. 
“ The variegated walls are in many 
¡daces ornamented wi'li festoons, wreaths, 
crosses and medallions representing the 
effigies ofdifferent Pontiffs. Yarious monu­ 
ments rise in different parts ot the church, 
of exquisite sculpture, and form very con­ 
spicuous features in the ornament of this 
grand temple. 
Below the steps of the 
altar, and, of course, some distance from it, 
at the corners, on four massive pedestals, 
four twisted pillars 50 feet in bight rise 
and support an entablature, which hears 
the canopy itself, topped with a cross. The 
whole is 95) feet from the pavement. 
This brazen edifice—for so it may be called 
—was constructed of bronze stripped from 
the dome of the Pantheon, and is so dis­ 
posed as not to obstruct the view by con­ 
cealing the chancel and veiling the chair 
of St. Peter. This ornament is also of 
bronze, and consists of a group of four 
gigantic figures, representing the four prin­ 
cipal doctors of the Greek and Latin 
Churches, supporting the chair at an ele­ 
vation of 70 feet. Under the high altar of 
St. Peter’s is the tomb of that Apostle, the 
descent to which is in front, where a large 
open space leaves room for a double flight 
of steps. 
The rails that surround this 
space above are adorned with one hundred 
and twelve bronze cornucopia-, which sup­ 
port as many silver lamps, burning during 
the day in honor of the Apostle. 
L'non 
the pavement of the small area inclosed bv 
tlie balustrade is the kneeling statue (if 
Pius YL” 
The length of the building is 6131 feet 
by 4461 feet in width, and has its naves 
and aisles, basilica, ¡lavement and cupola 
so beautiful, so grandly made, as to be­ 
wilder the licliotder. The area of this 
vast structure is 240,000 square feet. 
Numerous saints whom tlie church lias 
canonized are entombed here. The statue 
of St. Peter (of Jupiter) has the toe 
kissed away, and while I stood near it 
watching the “ faithful” approach it rev­ 
erently and fondly press their lips against 
it, 1 mused to myself at the folly of the act, 
and the still greater folly of believing that 
it was the statue of St! Peter instead of 
Jupiter. 
I must be content to let the 
quotation above complete my description 
of the ( reat edifice, whose architectural 
construction, and sculptures and paintings 
and mosaics would furnishh sufficient ma­ 
terial to fill a large volume of interesting 
matter for tlie reader. 


M ODERN 
ROME 
Is built about the old Roman Forum, but 
stands many feet above the ancient city, 
the floods of the Tiber having almost en­ 
tirely buried it from sight. 
There are ten 
Protestant churches in the city, and busi­ 
ness buildings representing every industry 
from the work of tlie common artisan to 
the fine arts. 
The old forum contains the 
fragments of palaces, temples, platforms, 
galleries and arches which show some of 
their former magnificence. 
The Arch of Titus is well preserved, 
and bears upon it the triumphal return of 
the proud son of Yespasian from Jerusa­ 
lem, carrying in the procession the spoils 
of conquest from the Temple of the Iloly 
City of the Jews, and leading their cap­ 
tives in chains through the forum towards 
the temples of their gods. 
Later, tlie 
baths,the Colosseum, numerous palaces and 
villas were built by the aid of these cap­ 
tives. Their broken walls and arches still 
remain, and the severity of their toil un­ 
der their Roman task-masters left its traces 
U|>on the works of their hands. 
I stood at 
the base of the ancient buildings of Rome. 
There is the column of Marcus Aurelius, 
the Temple of Yespasian, the portico of 
the twelve gods, the house of Csesar, the 
¡dace of his assassination, the arch of Con­ 
stantine. 
Also the baths of Agrippa, H a­ 
drian and Caraealla ; Trajan’s Forum, and 
the Temple of Hercules. The temples of 
Yesta and Venus, and the place where 
Virginias saved the honor of his daughter 
bv stabbing her to death, are of intense in­ 
terest, and visitors stand long and eager 
to read from the pages of history the many 
tragic occurrences of the former and the 
sad fate of Virginia, whose youth and 
beauty induced one of the Senators to 
claim her as the daughter of one of his 
slaves. Her father had hut one alternative 
to save her from the dishonor, and that 
was her death by his own hand. 
Livy 
(III., 48) describes it in these few words : 
“ Virginias demanded to speak with Vir­ 
ginia, and permission being granted, he 
drew the maiden and her nurse aside to 
the shop near the shrine of Cloacina, now 
called the new shops, and there, snatching 
a knife from a butcher’s stall, plunged it 
into liis daughter’s breast.” 
In front of the (temple of Yenus are 
marble pillars, on which were engraved 
the names of the virgins of the temple. 
When Christianity readied Rome in the 
first century there were “ saints in Ccesars 
household,” aud from one of ilieie pillars 
was erased the name of a maiden who be- 
a Christian. 
There stands the i 


This is the place to revel in th eillu s-j 
trious scenes of Roman life. 
Here con­ 
vened her Kings and Queens; here were 
exhibited the royalty and exquisite at­ 
tainments and obtainments of Princes and 
Princesses; here statesmen, orators, poets, 
philosophers and the noblemen and women 
of the empire convened and basked in the 
light and glory of their civilization. From 
this platform Cicero ruled the multitudes 
that heard him by the irresistible logic of 
his argument anil the overwhelming force 
of his inimitable eloquence. 
There Mark 
Antony delivered 
the 
funeral oration 
over the dead body of Ca sar, and where 1 
now stand the Roman Senate settled the 
historic questions which exhibited the 
genius of her learned men and established 
for all time the destiny of nations whose 
highest conceptions of God could lie repre­ 
sented by figures and images made by the 
hands of man. 
The Mamcrtine prison where St. Paul 
was incarcerated 
is 
a 
gloomy 
dun 
geon. 
No light. 
Stagnant and eliilly 
air. 
It is a rockhewn cavern. 
A well is 
shown from which they say lie drew tlie 
water to baptise his converts, many of 
whom were soldiers. Outside of the old 
walls is the most beautiful temple I saw 
auywherein the old world. 
I speak not of 
magnitude nor variety of statuary; hut in 
elegance of construction, and symmetry of 
design, in richness of colors, iu appropri­ 
ateness of pieces, it is simply sacred. 
This 
U tuple is in honor of the Apostle to the 
( ■entiles. 
His tomb, we are told, is there. 
The eampauiform rests on four pillars of 
¡«dished malachite, and every department, 
every relief on wall and ceiling, every 
niche 
and 
alcove, 
is furnished 
with 
mosaics. 
Like the Cathedral cf Milan, it ; 
is a Biblical cydorama of illustrations 
from the creation of m anto Jesus Christ I 
in his great work among men in life; and j 
from Ids apprehension, tria!, crucifixión, ! 
resurrection, and the final triumph of the 
invincible conqueror, and his coronation I 
by the saints in light. 
During a visit to the holy stairs I taw ! 
pilgrims ascending the twenty-eight mar­ 
ide steps of the Scala Santa. 
Dickens 
said: “The sight was ridiculous in the ah- ! 
surd incidents inseparable from it—to see i 
one man with an umbrella unlawfully ooist 
himself with it from stair to stair, and a : 
demure old lady of fifty-five looking back Í 
every now and then to'assure herself that 1 
her legs were properly disposed.” 
By as­ 
cending these stairs on their knees, a thou­ 
sand years’ indulgence is secured those who 
believe it. 
These stairs they believe are 
the identical ones Christ descended from 
the Judgm ent Ilall of Pilate. 
M artin 
Luther had made the ascent half-way, 
when he arose and walked down, saying"a 
voice had spoken to him, “the just shall 
live by faith.” 


THE CHINESE CURSE. 


AN AOLE REVIEW BY 
STEWART. 


SENATOR 


The D em ocratic M a-k Stripped Off 
and the B ccord o f Senator 
H arrison 
V in dicated. 


After the conclusion of the s¡»eech of 
Senator Shennan on the fisheries treaty 
Tuesday, Senator Stewart called up the 
bill for the exclusion of Chinese and to 
carry into effect the new treaty as amended 
by the Senate, the hill to take effect upon 
the ratification of the Senate amendments 
! to the treaty by the Chinese Government, 


j Senator Morgan, of Alabama, spoke about 
I three hours upon this bill, reading from 
| the speeches of Senators Hoar, Dawes, 
j Sherman, Hawley, and others, made years 
ago, for the purpose of showing that the 
Republican party was responsible for the 
presence of Chinese in the United States. 
This speech was extremely partisan and 
unfair and was a manifest effort to manu­ 
facture political capital. 
At the conclusion of Morgan’s speech 
Senator Stewart took tlie floor and made a 
very spirited reply. 
He stated that in 
early times in California the labor of the 
Chinese was principally confined to work­ 
ing over old mining gulches that had pre­ 
viously been worked by the whites, and 
there being ample room in California in 
those days for every body, the evil effects of 
the presence of Chinese was not appre­ 
ciated. 
The Democratic party of Califor­ 
nia was not at the time opposed to the 
coming of Chinese, but on the contrary, 
many leading Democrats advocated appro­ 
priations o.' money by the State to import 
Chinese for tlie purpose of reclaiming the 
swamp lands of the State. This scheme 
was opposed by the Republicans and the 
free-soil Democrats. He denied that any 
Democrat had ever prepared and intro­ 
duced a bill at any time previous to tlie 
¡■resent session of Congress looking to the 
exclusion of Chinese, except a bill intro­ 
duced by Mr. Henley in 1884, and the bill 
prepared and introduced in tlie House by

The vote was taken and the amendment 
adopted by 27 to 22, and the most inter­ 
esting and remarkable debate followed 
that has occurred in the Senate for many 
years, continuing until about midnight of 
the 4th of July, when the motion to re­ 
consider the vote by which the amend­ 
ment was adopted was carried in favor of 
reconsideration by a vote of 27 to 14, 
twenty Republicans and seven Democrats 
voting for reconsideration and against the 
naturalization of Chinese. 
Senator Stewart stated that Mr. Thur­ 
man voted every time against naturalizing 
Chinese and was opposed to extending the 
naturalization laws to either Africans or 
Chinese, hut he complained of him more 
on that account than any other, and said 
that he would not lnve alluded to the 
matter if the Senator from Alabama had 
not read a speech of Senator Thurman 
against Chinese suffrage. 
He said it was 
very weil to talk against Chinese suffrage, 
but the sincerity of Judge Thurman was 
impeached by his coalition with Sumner 
and Trumbull to choke off' debate, the in­ 
evitable result of which would have been 
the adoption of Sumner’s amendment, as 
shown by the vote first taken. 
Senator Stewart then stated that after 
naturalization was denied the Chinese by 
the Republicans it soon ticeame evident 
that their immigration to this country was 
an unmitigated 
calamity, and Senators 
Sargent and Miller and other representa­ 
tives of the Pacific Coast demanded the 
passage of laws for their exclusion. 
The 
Republican administration 
and leading 
Republican Senators were opposed to any 
violation of the Burlingame treaty, anil 
some argued that the coming of Chinese 
was not injurious to our country. 
He 
stated that a treaty was finally negotiated 
under 
President Hayes’ administration 
for the restriction, ot Chinese immigra­ 
tion, and a law was passed in pursuance 
thereof, mainly by the exertions of Senator 
Miller and other Republican representa­ 
tives of the Pacific coast, which he showed 
was evaded by the Chinese and whites en­ 
gaged in the infamous business of smug­ 
gling Chinese laborers into the United 
States. 
In 1886 a bill was prepared and intro­ 
duced in the House by Morrow, which he 
said was the most restrictive measure 
ever suggested. The same bill was after­ 
ward introduced in the Senate by Fair, 
and referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations of which Senators Sherman, 
Edmunds, Frve, Harrison and others were 
members. 
It was reported to the Senate 
by Senator Sherman with the unanimous 
approval of the committee, as stated by 
him in making the report, General H arri­ 
son being present, actively approving and 
removing objections and on the passage of 
the bill there was not a dissenting voice of 
either Republicans or Democrats. The bill 
was reported to the House, and referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs and 
never reported. Senator Stewart stated 
that if it had been passed by the House 
and approved by the President, no further 
treaty or law would have been necessary. 
The Administration, thinking that this 
bill was in violation of the Haves treatv 


will exclude the Chinese, but will be no 
better than the bill passed by the Senate 
during the last Congress. Senator Stewart 
animadverted with much severity upon 
the attempt to drag the question into 
politics. 
He stated that while it was true 
that many Republicans in the East were 
slow to make a dist inction between Chinese 
and other people, the Republicans of the 
Pacific coast in the the two houses had 
been mainly instrumental in securing leg­ 
islation and treaties excluding Chinese 
from naturalization and from immigration 
to the United States; that all parties now 
agreed that the Chinese must be excluded ; 
that people in Congress and out of Con­ 
gress were unanimous on this subject, for 
which he was very thankful; that it was 
not a party question, and that it had not 
been alluded to as u party question dur­ 
ing the present Congress by any one ex­ 
cept the Senator from Alabama. 
Senator Stewart appealed to the Demo­ 
cratic Senators present to bear witness that 
he had not alluded to the former record of 
any Democrat for the purpose of showing 
that it did not accord with the views such 
Democrats might now entertain ; that he 
was satisfied with every Senator if his 
present position was right and patriotic, 
and it was no time now to make political 
capital out of the past on the Chinese 
question, when the opinion was unanimous 
in favor of their exclusion.

T he C hief Executive V iticultural and 
H ealth Officer of the State, J . II. W heeler, 
lias Issued a letter of instructions to the 
I;.,¡lectors of the* State V iticultura! Com­ 
mission concerning the grape croj. of the 
present season, as follow s: 
In view of the present outlook for a 
large crop of wine grapes in the coming 
vintage many wine-makers have been in­ 
duced to hurry their wines into th e m ar­ 
ket at ridiculously low prices, causing a 
com parative stagnation to the industry in 
njany wine-producingsections. 
This, aug­ 
m ented i*v the evil effects of exaggerated 
estim ates of the expected crop of ’88, have 
greatly demoralized our 
gra¡>e-growcrs, 
who follow the exam ple of wine-makers, 
and are already offering grapes a t prices 
which will not suffice to pay more than 
one-half the expense of cultivating the 
vineyard. 
We look to the future for perm anent re­ 
lief from these im proper causes. 
Correct 
Congressional legislation m ust be our u lti­ 
mate redem ption. T he increased consump­ 
tion of our wines, w hich increase am ount­ 
ed to ovei 2,000,000 gallons in 1887, will 
assist us in a few years; but in the mean­ 
tim e many growers are threatening to 
pull up th eir vineyards and sacrifice to 
the tem porary glut the results of great 
expense and years of patient lalwr. 
OUB VINE-CiKOWEBS GENERALLY 
Have used all means w ithin th eir |>ower to 
spread the use and popularity of th eir 
pure California wines, but nothw ithstand­ 
ing all this, the fact now becomes plain 
th a t last year’s ruinous prices for wine 
grapes are not only apt, but are sure soon 
to prevail and even lower figures are 
threatened in sales already made. 
T he 
dealers tell us th at over-production is the 
cause of the present condition of the m ar­ 
ket, therefore let us lace th e music, and if 
a m utual understanding can be reached 
among growers— the dealers and makers 
assenting in advance—there lies w ithin 
th eir power a means of at least partly 
rem edying the evil. 
T'.11; OBJECTS OK THIS PAPER 
Are to call u¡>oa the vincvardists in each 
different section to unite in their separate 
associations, in an endeavor to so dim inish 
th e production of wine in the approaching 
vintage us to insure paying prices for the 
grapes. 
Incidental to this it becomes ne­ 
cessary for the inspectors and officers of 
th is Hoard to advise and instruct th e ir co­ 
laborers in th e various means of disposing 
of th at portiou of th eir gra|>cs which they 
may decide to withdraw from wine m ak­ 
ing.

F or the consideration of the various 
local organisations throughout th e State, 
1 suggest the following, which, generally 
supplem ented w ith 
appropriate details 
will furnish 
imm ediate relief 
to

grower, and increase perm auetly the sta­ 
bility of our future wine m arkets: Let 
it be decided th a t one-half the grapes pro­ 
duced in the locality shall be 


WITHHELD FROM THE W ISE MAKER, 
Unless the sale of the whole of any vine­ 
yard can be made a t an average price to 
be decided upon as sufficient to properly 
compensate the grower in th at district. 
It is estim ated in some places to cost on 
an average $15 per ton to raise and deliver 
grapes. 
If this be the price decided upon, 
let each grower sell one-half bis crop at 
th e best price obtainable; w ith the under­ 
standing th a t th e other h alf can be sold 
only on condition th it the price of the 
whole shall average $15 per ton or over, 
this will induce each grower to demand a 
high figure for th e first h alf in hopes of 
thereby becoming enabled to sell the bal­ 
ance. 
If the first half he sold low, the 
second half m ust reach an improbable 
figure to enable him to sell. 
A gain if there be any classification of 
grapes in the locality, only the most de­ 
sirable vineyards wfill be made up entirely 
into wine. 
It is known th a t for m any rea­ 
sons 
SERIOUS I IKVICU1.TY IS ENCOUNTERED, 
In inducing vincyardists to join and rem ain 
true to common understanding of this n a ­ 
ture. 
T his is the case particularly when 
the industry is in a prosperous condition, 
and when ihe regulations impose any 
serious penalty or expense on compliance; 
but here and now there exists a condition 
of affairs very different. 
If one-half the 
grapes be w ithheld from wine, the price of 
this latter commodity still plentiful in the 
cellars of the maker, held unsalable since 
last year, will advance in value. 
Thus the 
measure brings relief to th e wine-maker 
as well, lie , too, hails w ith equal pleasure 
this means of reducing production. 
OTHER UHKS KOR GRAPES. 
To the producer of grapes there comes 
no ]>enalty w ith the proposed plan, for at 
the low prices now promised there is little 
difficulty in disposing of the unsold half 
crop by other means, among which are the 
following: 
1. Drying. 
2. D istilling. 
3. 
Vinegar-m aking. 
4. Selling fresh to local 
m arkets. 
5. Hoi Hug into cheap syrup for 
dom estic use or sale. 


■ m ade at the vineyard, as they, h r flieir 
own processes, are able to extend Ibe vol­ 
ume of the product into cheapness itself, 
and thereby obtain what they are other­ 
wise unable.to buy. 
T he amount of grapes used fresh in the 
towns is found to be greatly increased by 
offering them at growers’ prices. 
BOILING INTO SYRUP. 
A very healthful article of diet m ay be 
prepared by ordinary boiling of the juice 
or must of the giape. 
Cheaper syrup may 
be obtained by this means than by any 
other. 
M any years ago when grapes were 
very low, growers found an im portant out­ 
let by this means; 
the same being sold 
through the trade in jars and kegs for 
family and domestic use. 
Large quantities 
of this product are annually consumed in 
sweetening jiorts, sherries, angelicas, etc. 
M eans of dLqiosing of the surplus, other 
than the above-named, w ill suggest them ­ 
selves to the growers of grapes in various 
sections, and it will thus be found th at it 
needs only a proper appreciation of the 
value of our grapes for purposes other than 
wine m aking to convince grajie-growers, 
wine-makers, dealers, all alike th at the 
plan indicated for reducing tem porarily the 
yield of wine, thereby improving values— 
is not only possible, but entirely feasible.

ifornia last year, the lowest price realized 
being 3j cents per pound. T his— allowing 
$3 33$ [>er ton of fresh grapes, for the ex­ 
pense of drying— nets the grower $18 per 
ton for fresh grapes, be they Malvoise, 
Zinfandel or Mission. 
Better prices than 
th is will doubtless be realized, for it goes 
w ithout saying th at 30 cents per pound for 
a healthful dried fruit like raisins, will 
call up an immense demand from home 
m arkets, not to m ention th at of foreign 
countries. 
USED IN DISTILLING. 
H ere, again, is an im portant means of 
disposing of the half surplus w hich may 
arise, a means to which certain localities 
are particularly adapted, and for which 
they are provided w ith abundant appli­ 
ances, even w ith the present low price of 
brandy. 
All of our surplus could 
be 
worked off at $10 to $12 per ton for the 
grapes, prices paid in some sections last 
year for grapes of inferior quality, and 
figures which would at least make the 
grower even,when computed w ith the better 
price realized for th i h alf of th e grapes 
sold to the wine-maker.

You can’t get good m ilk unless the cows 
get plenty of clean, fresh water to drink 
whenever they want it. 
More than half the cheese now con­ 
sumed in G reat B ritan is produced in the 
U nited States and Canada. 
W arm water bathing is the best remedy 
tor capped udder in a cow ; after applica­ 
tion it should l>e wiped dry. 
T here are fifty-five cheese factories in 
C hautauqua county, New Y’ork. Last year 
th eir total product was $744,521. 
From recent tests at the English dairy 
show, the evening milk is proven to con­ 
tain more solids than th e m orning m ilk. 
You can’t set eider from a dried apple; 
per gallon. 
M uch more was desired of ’ neither can you get m ilk from a cow that

The last wild wolf of the B ritish Islands 
is said to have been shot in 1762, in the 
highlands of the western Gram pians, but 
wolves still abound in the Apennines, in 
the C arpathian mountains, in the southern 
Alps, iu Russia, Turkey, Norway, T ran­ 
sylvania, southern Switzerland, in all the 
Spanish Sierras, and even in the highlands 
of the French Cevennes, hardly two hun­ 
dred miles from the “ capital of civiliza­ 
tion.” 
WOLVES IN NORTH AMERICA. 
Mexico and our Southern border States 
still harbor three species of genus lupus— 
the black wolf, th e coyote or prairie wolf 
and the gray wolf (cams occidental is), the 
last the most mischievous, and, w ith the 
single exception of the grizzly bear, the 
boldest predatory quadruped of the N orth 
Am erican Continent. 
Wolves, surprised 
in the act of disemboweling a dead horse, 
have been known to attack a meddlesome 
dog and tear him limb from lim b, and 
then, as if encouraged bv their success, 
make a headlong charge upon a mouuted 
hunter, and in spite of repeated pistol 
shots, pursue him for a distance of several 
miles. 
A full-grown wolf is more than a 
m atch for a man armed w ith the prim itive 
weapons of our forefathers. 
U nlike the 
black bear, who hugs before lie bites, the 
gray wolf is apt to decide bis duello by a 
single spring at the throat of his adver­ 
sary, and neither the dewlap of a steer nor 
the garm ents of a fur-clad h u n ter can re- 
tist the efficiency of his terrible fangs— 
fangs differing from the teeth of a New 
York butcher dog as a Spanish stiletto 
differs from a common jack-knife. 
A “hue and cry” is a phrase often ap­ 
plied to the petty stop-thief sensations of 
our modern cities, but he th at would know 
the original significance of the term should 
see the effects of a wolf alarm in the up­ 
lands of Chihuahua. 
The restless vigi­ 
lance of the m ounted herders has gradu­ 
ally driven the wolf population to the 
fastnesses of the alturas, or rugged h ig h ­ 
lands, where caverns and thickets of m yrtle 
and cedarshrubs offer them vantage ground. 
Ill stress of famine, however, the fierce 
highlanders now and then sally in force, 
and by avoiding all beaten roads, occasion­ 
ally succeed in raiding the pastures of a 
lonely rancho and effecting th e ir retreat 
to the sum m it regions of the Sierras. 
A CIRCLE HUNT. 
T he experienced leaders of such expe­ 
ditions are not apt to tarry on a scene of 
carnage, well knowing th at the shelter of 
night alone can avert retribution if his 
retreat should lie interrupted. A t the first 
sound of the trompada, or alarm ing-trum - 
pet, the farmer leaves liis plow and the 
m iner liis pan, dogs are unchained, horses 
saddled in wild haste, and, five m inutes 
after, dust-clouds sweeping across the vega 
as if on the wings of the storm, announce 
the arrival of rescuing parties from far and 
near.

Nearly all red grapes may be 
used for wine vinegar if pressed without 
ferm enting, thereby obtaining a w hite wine 
th e only kind desired for vinegar. 
This 
pays the grower over twelve dollars per 
ton for th e grapes, besides assisting to pro­ 
vide the public w ith a healthy substitute 
for the vinegar so commonly sold and de­ 
nom inated as cider vinegar, retailed at 15 
cents to 25 cents per gallon, but which, in 
reality, is only vinegar made from grain 
spirits, th e by-product of yeast m anufact­ 
ure— which vinegar is commonly sold to 
the trade at from four to six cents per 
gallon. 
Local m arkets will, if properly managed, 
take great quantities of home-made vine­ 
gar. 
Vinegar properly made fiom wine, 
where known to be pure wiue vinegar, 
brings from 25 cents to 50 cents per gal­ 
lon retail. 
These prices, if realized by 
o u r grape-growers, would m ade the grapes 
far exceed th eir present wine value made 
up in this shape. 
MARKET AS FRESH GRAPES. 
G rapes shipped in bulk to local markets, 
to th e m arkets of the large towns, or those 
of San Francisco have— where not packed 
extensively—usually realized satisfactory 


1 r,flicre has grown up a larger dem and for 
grapes in bulk among the Italians of San 
Francisco, who m ake therefrom a cheap 
wine. 
T his m anufacture interferes but 
it tie w ith th e demand for sound wines 


ju»t gets enough focal to sustain anim al 
life. 
Be certain th at there is plenty of water 
where the cows are turned out to pasture. 
Clean, pure w ater is indipensable to a 
m ilch cow. 
Let your m ilk thoroughly cool quickly 
in clean, sweet cold water, and it will not 
be spoiled afterwards by heat, during a 
seasonable period. 
A great many dairym en are m aking an 
effort to sell cream this summer instead of 
so much butter, and those whom we have 
talked w ith on this subject report success. 
You can’t m ake good butter unless you 
keep the cow’s udder, the m ilk pails, all 
the dairy utensils, yourself and everything 
connected w ith the dairy scrupulously 
clean. 
The am ount of salt required for butter 
much depends upon the taste of the con­ 
sumer, but one pound of salt to 14 pounds 
of butter is the average for good butter iu 
Eugland. 
O nly the very best salt should 
be used.

steel and liar iron works of the whole 
N orth and W est, and scattered your work­ 
men over the prairies and territories. 
W hen the war was ready for you, you 
would not have been ready for the war. 
You could not have armed and equipped 
and put in the field a large army, nor built 
a large navy. 
You would have been w ith­ 
out supplies, m achinery and workmen, 
and you would have been w ithout money 
and credit.” 
T hat it is thedeterm inution of the Dem­ 
ocratic party, as at present organized iu 
the Executive and leg islativ e Departm ents 
of the Governm ent, to inflict upon the 
country the most fatal results th at could 
flow from a sliding scale of tariff duties, is 
proven by the term s of the President’s 
message and the provisions of tlie M ills 
bill as it was given to Congress frtsli from 
the iiands of its framers.

tal action and not a few long for sleep. 
T he already partially amcmic brain would 
tain yield up to the stomach a still further 
supply of blood and yield itself up to- re­ 
freshing sleep. 
Doing so it gains new 
stre n g th ; meanwhile digestion proceeds 
energetically, and soon body and mint! are 
again equipped, to continue in full force 
the battle^ of life. 
B ut superstition, the 
child of ignorance, 
intervenes, declares 
th at sleep during indigestion is danger­ 
ous, admonishes the would-be sleepers to 
struggle against th eir perilous inclination, 
and, though telling them that after dinner 
they may sit awhile, assures them of the 
adage, “A fter supper walk a m ile.” 
The 
m illions of its victims continue, therefore, 
the strife to which it condemns them , and 
ignore the suggestions offered to them by 
the lower animals, who have always prac­ 
ticed the lessons of sound physiology by 
sleeping after feeding whenever they are 
allowed to do so. 
Hence the hum an brain

tend w ith each other during the digestive 
process; the brain, impelled by supersti­ 
tion, strives to work and demands blood 
to work with, w hile the stomach, stim u­ 
lated by its contents, strives to carry on 
its m arvelous chem istry, and demands an 
am ple supply of blood for the purpose. 
1 be result oí the struggle is th at neither 
is able to do its work w e ll; the brain is 
enfeebled by being tlenied its natural rest 
during th e 
digestive process, and the 
healthy function of the stomach degener­ 
ates into dyspepsia.

IMMIGRATION AND NATURALIZATION. 


T. V. Powderlv contributes to the North 
A .arricein Review for August a paper upon 
immigration to the United States, that in 
most respects is creditable to his patriot­ 
ism and his intelligence. 
For very many 
it will possess significant importance be­ 
cause of the position he fillsin the Knights 
of Labor organization, and the sup[>osition 
that he voices the policy of that body; 
but the essay should be considered only 
upon the merits of its text and the reasons 
advanced in support of its claims. 
H e holds that the immigration that 
came to ns prior to 1860, was helpful, nec­ 
essary, and of an assimilative character, 
injecting into our system bone, brain and 
muscle, that were then needed. 
But he 
avers that for most part the immigration 
of laboring people since 1860 has been un­ 
profitable and inimical to the best in­ 
terests of the Republic. 
The proofs he 
cites axe, the deplorable condition of the 
contract imported workers in forest, mill 
and mine, who are, in most cases, scarcely 
more than half civilized, and in their 
methods of living, their manners 
and 
intelligence, the very opposite of what we 
demand and expect in the citizen of the 
United States. 
These people are thrown 
into direct competition with American 
laborers, who must, to hold their own with 
them, descend to the level of their wage 
and hence to their grossly economic m eth­ 
ods of existing. 
It is not necessary to pass the evidences 
in review through the avenues of which 
lie reaches this conclusion. 
They are 
sufficiently well known to the intelligent 
reader, and for most part, it must be con- 
ft sod, that they are forcible. 
The con­ 
tract imported laborers of mature age, 
where habits of life are fixed, where ma­ 
turity has been attained under systems 
that crush out independence in manhood 
in the “lower classes,’’ and reduce them to 
almost slavish conditions, are unlikely to 
be absorbed into and become a part of the 
independent 
and 
self-respecting wage- 
earner class, to which we look to found 
homes and raise up children to the Re­ 
public, and from which we have a right 
to expect a strong, reliable and progressive 
citizenship. 
Mr. Powderly looks upon 
those undesirable elements as “a club 
striking down American labor.” 
Thoughtful citizens have long reflected 
that with or without protection of labor 
by tariff adjustment, the incoming of the 
semi-enslaved and debased classes of Eu­ 
rope who have no adequate conception of 
the American system, places in our midst 
an element that wilt certainly prove the 
source of such a grave discontent in the 
near future that it will amount to a menace 
to free institutions. 
Very largely the 
paujier immigrants and debased laborers 
are, as Mr. Powderly points out, misled by 
deceptive promises, and alluring pictures 
of prosperity without great exertion; but 
early realizing the falsity of their antici­ 
pations, they become embittered and fall 
into the ranks of the discontented and 
danger ,xs under the guidance of unscrupu­ 
lous and malicious leaders. 
The essayist 
with more force than eloquence declares 
that 
such as have been describe are 
mostly brought here “not to become citizens, 
but slaves,” an exaggeration in expression 
w ith a substratum of truth, 
lie adds, 
“ they do not come up to the requirements 
o f citizenship, and cannot be called freemen, 
but are simply baneful influences to de­ 
press the labor market and reduce the 
condition of American workmen to a paral- 
e ll with their own.” 
There is a good deal of error in Mr. 
Pow-lerly’s exclamations against capitalized 
enterprise, and they «ío not fit into the 
consideration of the question with which 
ho starts out, and to which he presently 
returns. 
They may therefore be passed 
over as irrelevant, aud return made to his 
reassertion of the falsity of the doetriue 
that this is the land of the oppressed and 
downtrodden of all nations aud to which 
they 
have 
the right 
of 
free 
entry*. 
I t 
is 
scarcely 
necessary 
to 
debate 
that 
question— it 
is 
the 
settled 
sentim ent 
of 
the 
American 
people: 
that whatever acquiescnce may have been 
given to such doctrine in the past, it is no 
longer tolerable. 
The right of entry does 
not exist except in the nature of a grant; 
we have the right to exclude whom we 
may, and to open the gates of privilege 
only to whom and when we please. 
The 
great 
and all absorbing question 
for 
Americans to-day is, not the extension of 
charity to others, but the preservation aud 
development 
of the individually, inde­ 
pendence and helpfulness of our own. 
I t is the 
prime motive of American 
civilization 
to 
promote 
intelligence 
and 
extirpate ignorance, to 
encourage 
independence and stamp out slavishness, 
niece ur institutions can be maintained 
on ly ty intelligence, self-respecting inde­ 
pendence, and devoted attachment to aud 
comprehension of the principles and obliga- j 


government. 
Mr. Powderly’s paper is but another 
evidence that the sweep of the current of 
thought in the United States to-day is in 
the direction of restricting immigration, 
and that it is every month and week 
growing deeper and broader and approach­ 
ing more certainly resistlessness. 
Just 
how restriction shall be applied, and wliat 
shall he its measure, is unsettled. 
A dis­ 
tinguished Senator of the United States 
long since pointed out the necessity for 
amending the naturalization laws, and 
that if we wonld exercise the natural pre­ 
caution of doing first for our own, we 
should increase the distance between im­ 
migration and citizenship and make the 
path more rugged and difficult. 
Senator 
Stanford would greatly extend the pro­ 
bationary 
period, and require 
graver 
proofs of capacity before enrolling the 
foreigner in our household. 
Mr. Pow­ 
derly’s plan of reform radically differs 
from this. 
H e would require all intend­ 
ing immigrants to register as such at an 
American Consulate three years prior to 
emigrating for a permanent residence in 
the United States. 
The Consul should 
ascertain the character of those who give 
this notice, what their qualifications for 
citizenship and their evident intention in 
giving the notice. 
At the expiration of 
the three years a consular certifícate may­ 
be issued to the applicant, who, imme­ 
diately upon landing, should be required 
to file his declaration of intention to be­ 
come an American citizen. 
H e should at 
that time be instructed that unless he 
qualified himself by study of our laws aud 
system, so as to be able to interpret with 
fair intelligence the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence and the Constitution, he would 
forfeit his right to remain longer than 
five years in the country. 
This plan is open to many objections, 
but not devoid of some good qualities. 
It 
is one thiug to immigrate, another to be­ 
come a citizen. Entertaining no intention 
of the latter character, the immigrant may 
still be dangerous to our scheme of civili- 
nization and government, and hence ex­ 
tension of the probationary period of resi­ 
dence would not eliminate of necessity 
all of the more objectionable features of 
immigration. 
Thus, Mr. Powderly cites 
the classes that remain here but a year or 
two in harmful competition with Ameri­ 
can labor, and then return with their 
gains. 
Some of these he found laboring 
in large bodies, tagged with metal labels 
and known only by numbers stamped 
thereon, brutish, ignorant and probably 
uninformed of 
the institutions of 
the 
country, indifferent concerning them and 
unambitious. 
But the extension of the 
period of residence prefatory to taking on 
the duties and obligations of citizenship, 
together with greater stringency in the law- 
relative to intelligent comprehension of 
the American scheme of 
government, 
would tend to improve the character of 
new-made citizenship. 
The requiiement of consular registra­ 
tion, suggested by Mr. Powderly, is in it­ 
self not only not objectionable, but com­ 
mendable; but that three years should 
elapse between it and immigration would 
not conserve any greater good than would 
sufficient time to give the Consul oppor­ 
tunity to report if the applicants were 
animated by the proper spirit, were of 
sufficient intelligence and world! • 
inde­ 
pendence, and free from the influences 
which have given rise to the debate now- 
engaging the attention of the people. That 
any great good would be conserved by im­ 
mediate declaration of intention to become 
citizens, with the threat of being returned 
on failure to qualify, we cannot s< c. 
On 
the contrary, it is to be objected t! * dec­ 
laration without a long period of residence 
in the country is an evil that already ex ­ 
ists, and for which extension of the proba­ 
tionary period is proposed. 
That the con­ 
sular certificates proposed by Mr. Pow­ 
derly would be beneficial and act measura­ 
bly as a corrective, will not probably be 
disputed. 
This, however, may be taken 
as settled, that the American sentiment is 
to-day so stron. ly set in favor of amend­ 
ment and reformation of the immigration 
aud naturalization laws, that the matter 
will form one of the chief topics of public 
consideration 
and 
action 
immediately 
upon the disposition of the tariff' question, 
to which, indeed, it beax-s a very close rela­ 
tion.

FARCE. 


with a m eie hint to the (¡rand Jury, but 
have plainly told it what it knows to be 
the fact, that every such publication of lot­ 
tery returns and accounts of drawings is 
a distinct violation of the law, and ought 
*o result in the punishment of the offend­ 
er, and that it is the duty of the Grand 
Jury to indict all such offenders. 
In one of his allegories Bunyan depicts 
one casting water upon fiercely burning 
and increasing flames, vainly trying to ex­ 
tinguish them. 
The guide reveals to 
Christian why success does not meet the 
endeavor—behind the fire stands an imp 
of evil pouring on oil. 
The standing and 
ever recurring travesty upon human jus­ 
tice in San Francisco is the arrest and 
the “jugging” of the poor devils who buy 
lottery tickets, encouraged so to do by the 
delusive and glowing advertisements the 
publishers of the metropolitan journals cir­ 
culate, with impunity from arrest, for the 
coin of the lottei-y swindlers. 
W hat sort 
of 
respect 
can 
we 
exj>eci 
the 
law 
to 
inspire 
among 
the 
people, 
when 
it 
makes 
fish 
of

of another? 
If a lottery ticket agent 
exposes in his office a lottery scheme sheet) 
he is liable to be arrested and carted oft’ 
to prison for “advertising,” and the ¡Kjlice 
not infrequently thus suppress these agen­ 
cies; but the newspaper next door to the 
policy shop appears to be privileged to 
“ advertise ” all lotteries on earth, and rest 
secure in freedom from molestation by offi­ 
cials of the metropolis. 
Such a method 
of enforcing laws brings them into con­ 
tempt: as clearly as if written in letters of 
brass, it reads that the press of San Fran­ 
cisco dares to beard the law, and its offi­ 
cers have not the courage, or find it bene­ 
ficial to the pocket nerve to not invoke the 
statute against them— that is to say, they 
either stand in such fear of the press that 
they close their eyes to its flagrant viola­ 
tion of the plainest-written statute there 
is within the covers of the Penal Code; or 
they are sharers in the enormous profits of 
the illegal business, or else they are grossly 
ignorant of their duty under their oaths. 
Common justice protests against the 
arrest and punishment of the lottery 
ticket peddlers and holders in San Fran­ 
cisco, so long as those who advertise these 
illegal wares, and lure victims to invasion 
of the law by glowing accounts of the 
fortunes “drawn” by the “lucky,” are not 
pursued for the greater offense. 


In the charge of the Superior Court of 
San Francisco to the Grand Jury on Sat­ 
urday, the Court drew the especial atten­ 
tion of the inquest to the sale and posses­ 
sion of lottery tickets in that city. 
The 
excessive evils of this sort of gaming were 
referred to, and the jury was urged to bend 
its energies to the suppression of the traffic 
in lottery policies. 
The Court took occa­ 
sion to add that the drawings of foreign 
lotteries are published in the daily papers 
of Sxiu Francisco, which aggravates the 
appetite for the gambling. 
In the same daily pajiers containing the 
charge of the Court is an account of the 
arrest of a dapper fellow who, in a crowd 
on the street, conducted one side of a hot 
political debate. 
In the midst of it, to 
emphasize some tariff idea, the speaker in 
his enthusiasm waived aloft a bunch of 
lottery tickets, and announced his belief 
that he was the heir apparent to the 
capital prize of the scheme they repre­ 
sente.!. 
Thereupon a stalwart policeman 
pouneid upon him, and he was forthwith 
locked in a “ dungeon cell.” 
There ap- . 
pears, however, no record that any of the 
publishers of the San Francisco press were 
then, prior to that time or since, arrested 


THE REMANDED CHINESE. 


The United States Courts at San Fran­ 
cisco have discovered that in some sixty 
cases in which they remanded Chinese 
and ordered their return to China the 
orders have been disobeyed, and one of 
the Judges admits that it is cause for criti­ 
cising the Courts. 
Some of the “ un­ 
entitled” Chinese were ordered to return 
to China as far back as October last. 
But 
they are still out on bail, and nothing has 
been done to compel obedience or work 
forfeiture of their bonds. 
The United 
States Marshal declares that lie cannot 
even undertake to hunt up the defaulting, 
and seeks to east the blame upon the law 
officers’ neglect, but the United States 
District Attorney replies that it is not his 
business to do so, even if his department 
had the time and means to search, whereas 
in fact he has upwards of 5,000 eases of 
claims of right to land on hand, which 
overtax the capacity of the department to 
dispose of. 
In this dilemma the Courts, with much 
evident chagrin and anger, have cited the 
attorneys for tiie Chinese defendants to 
come into Court and produce the re­ 
manded, prosecute appeals where such 
have been taken, and in ease this is not 
done that the bail bonds will be forfeited. 
There certainly has been gross neglect 
in this matter in some quarter. 
It is very 
difficult to escape the couclusiou that 
the Courts are blameworthy for not having 
seen to it that their judgments were exe­ 
cuted, but it is also unquestionable that 
they have not been artfully negligent in 
the matter. 
It develops now that very 
few of those remanded, excepting only 
the thirty women sent back in a group, 
Lave been compelled to obey the judg­ 
ment. 
It is not at all likely that the de­ 
linquents w ill be found. 
Their bail bonds 
w ill be declared forfeited, but it is im­ 
probable that collection will result in any 
large number of cases. 
About the most 
difficult penalty to enforce is that provided 
upon a bail bond. 
It is so rare that a 
surety is mulcted according to the terms 
of the bond that it has come to be consid­ 
ered rather a pro forma proceeding, than 
otherwise, to qualify upon a bail bond. 
Some time ago the city of San Francisco 
employed special counsel to pursue delin­ 
quent bondsmen. 
The counsel’s report 
has just been filed, and proves to be a very 
amusing document. 
Out of fifty suits 
brought by him, the defendants in all but 
seven are reported either 
“ execution 
proof,” in State Prison, removed from the 
State, unfound or fictitious. 
The counsel 
reports that in a still larger number of 
eases be finds the sureties to be so worth­ 
less that he declines to waste valuable 
time in prosecuting them. 
Very likely 
about 
the 
same 
developments 
will 
be made in the bond cases of Chinese or­ 
dered remanded. 
The discovery of the sleeping orders of 
the Federal Courts will have one good 
effect, however— it will bring about such 
Court orders as will effectually prevent 
further evasión of and trifling with the 
decrees of the Courts, and will cause 


consideration of comfort whatever. 
In 
other words, until the fruit-harrester can­ 
not get Chinese laborers, he will not em­ 
ploy boys, and because lit thereby relieves 
him self of considerable responsibility anil 
care-taking. 
All the interviews had with 
growers, and all the statements of horti­ 
culturists that have been published in the 
last few days clearly disclose this to be 
the only real objection entertained, but it 
is expressed infrequently, and in a very 
vague and hesitating way. 
But a battalion of lads has been sent to 
\ ina to labor in vineyaid and orchard 
upon Governor Stanford’s estate. 
Under 
the discipline that prevails there the test 
of capacity of these boys will be fairly and 
fully made, and the effect of their em­ 
ployment and the care taken of thexu will 
presently be known. 
\Y e look forward to 
the entire success of the Y in a scheme. 
If 
it tails it will be because the boys are un­ 
w illing to learn to labor. 
If this devel­ 
ops, it will in turn be chargeable to the 
false training they have had under thc-ir 
pxirents or guardians, and if it has been 
such as to lead them to avoid and despise 
honest labor, it may in some degree be 
laid at the door of the Chinese, who have 
brought so many manual occupations in 
California into disrepute — precisely as 
slavish servitude always does operate upon 
free labor. 


W hile the people are waiting for the re­ 
sult of the small experiment entered upon 
at Vina, and for the awakening of the 
fruit-growers to a loftier appreciation of 
their duty to society, men and women 
who believe that children should be taught 
to respect the labor of the hands more 
than the exercise of the wits, should exert 
themselves in encouragement of the effort 
now afoot to employ American youths in 
the horticultural fields during the brief 
harvest season, to the exclusion of the 
plodding and altogether 
too economic 
Chinaman.

The Democrats in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives have put another club into the 
hands of the Republicans which they will 
not lie slow to use. 
A Democratic Chair­ 
man of a House 
Committee choked to 
death the most restrictive Restriction Act 
ever prepared by the Senate—that which 
General Harrison supported, reported and 
voted for in the United States Senate. 
The plea then was that the bill was too 
severe, and that the proposition for a new 
treaty with China was being favorably re­ 
ceived. 
The Senate of the United States 
has again prepared a necessary Chinese 
Exclusion 
Act, to make effective 
the 
new treaty 
the 
instant 
it is ratified; 
precisely such a bill as General Harrison, 
if still in the Senate, would have voted 
for; just such a bill as the California dele­ 
gation in the House asked for and labored 
to obtain. 
No sooner does it receive the 
sanction of the Senate, where there is a 
decisive Republican majority, than it is 
sent to the House and a California Repub­ 
lican Representative, asking for its con­ 
sideration, is met by Democratic “objec­ 
tion.” 
Unanimous consent was necessary 
and hence the objection sent the bill to 
the deep recesses of a committee green 
bag. 
On the occasion referred to— Thurs­ 
day— Mr. Morrow, addressing the House 
in behalf of the people of 
California 
and not merely as a Republican, said: 
Mr. Speuker, I ask that the bill be taken up 
and considered at this time. The bill has been 
reported by the Senate Committee ou Foreign 
Affairs unanimously and has passed the Senate 
unanimously. 
The same bill identically has 
been considered by the House Committee on 
Foreign Ali'uirs and has been reported by that 
committee unanimously and is now on our cal­ 
endar. It is exceedingly important that the 
bill should be considered at once, und that if 
it is to pass it should become a law as soon as 
possible. We have negotiated a new treaty with 
China. That treaty has been amended by the 
-enate of the United States und has been sent 
to China that the amendments may be ap- 
Eroved by that country. It is likely to arrive 
ere in a very few days. By the terms of the 
treaty it goes into effect upon its ratitieaiion. 
As this new treaty will abrogate the existing 
one, it becomes necessary for Congress to pro­ 
vide the machinery to carry it into effect upon 
its ratification, in order thut there mav be no 
hitch between the old law and the new one 
The bill provides tor executing the provisions 
of this* treaty. The treaty itself is somewhat 
comprehensive. It goes somewhat into details 
as to wbut shall be done respecting the prohi­ 
bition of immigration of Chinese iuto this 
country. It provides a method of identification 
of those that shall depart from the United 
States. 
The method of identification, it is 
claimed, will be more effective than the exist­ 
ing one, and will amount to something in the 
way ot preventing the coming in of those who 
are not entitled to come. 
The present law 
and the present treaty, by rceson of inherent 
defects, do not prevent Chinese immigration. 
Ou the contrary, the Chinese are now coming 
to the l’acific coast, aud particularly to San 
Francisco, in greater numbers than they came 
before the existence of the present law or the 
present treaty. Mr. Speaker, this is an import­ 
ant measure. The people of the Pacific coast 
ask, aye, they demand, that Congress shall re­ 
lieve them of the difficulties that they now en 
counter by reason of previous ineffective meas­ 
ures on the part of the law-making power under 
the treaty now in existence. I ask, therefore, 
the Immediate consideration of the bill.

plete in time for the slowest of printers, 
with less exertion, aud hut little more 
expense, than is required to post the books 
of an ordinary business. Precinct registers 
ought to be ordered in all the counties. 
They are nails in the coffins of repeaters; 
they are staggering blows to illegal votin g; 
they are foes to vicious bossism; they are 
undertakers that 
bury 
voting corpses 
beyond hope of resurrection at elections. 
As no inore than 550 names can appear 
upon a precinct register, it becomes a 
matter of ease to pin down every man 
claim ing residence in a precinct to the 
truth or falsity of his claim, without the 
loss of time the use of the Great Register 
iuvolves. 
But beyond this economy of 
time, the great benefit of the precinct 
register resides in its defeat of illegal vot­ 
ing. 
W ith honest Judges and Inspectors, 
and with precinct registers, the imported 
voter and the fellow who registers upon 
the gravestones have small chance to ply 
their vocations. 


G en era l H arrison said in his speech 
to a large party of visitors week before 
last; “ I hope the time is coming, and has 
even now arrived when the great sense of 
justice which possesses our people will 
teach men of all parties that party success 
is not to be promoted at the expense of an 
injustice to any of our citizens. 
There is 
a bense of justice, of fairness, that will as­ 
sert itself against attempts to coin party 
advantage out of public wrong. 
The day 
when men can be disfranchised or shorn 
of their political power for opinion’s sake 
must have an end in our country.” 
These 
graceful, strong and yet dispassionate sen­ 
tences glow 
with 
truth and 
wisdom. 
General Harrison hopes the day is at hand 
when party advantage is not to be pro­ 
moted at the expense of injustice to a citi­ 
zen. 
H is hope does him infiuite credit 
but we do not note any disposition on the 
part of the whites of the South to make 
such a condition real. 
The solidity of the 
South is maintained to-day by the Democ­ 
racy simply because party success is pro­ 
moted by refusing justice to colored voters 
and denying them the equal right at the 
ballot box guaranteed to all citizens. 


T he demonstration made in New York 
in honor of the return of Mr. Blaine we 
take to be xis much, if not more, significant 
of the drift of sentiment in favor of Har­ 
rison and Morton. 
It certaiuly was a 
tribute to a distinguished American citi­ 
zen because of personal popularity, but 
very much more because of the fact that 
he is an exponent of the doctrines of the 
Republican party, the banner of which is 
to-day so manfully and cleanly borne in 
the front of battle by General Benjamin 
Harrison.

And be it further 
Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
furnished the Supervisors of San Joaquin 
county, and an early reply be requested. 
The resolutions were adopted, Messrs. 
Ross. 
McMullen, 
Jackson and Tebbets 
voting in the affirmative, and Mr. Bates in 
the negative. 


PR ECIN C T REGISTERS ORDERED. 
Dr. Tebbets, President of the Board, 
brought up the subject of precinct regis­ 
ters, and offered the following preamble 
and resolution : 


W h e r e a s , It is provided by Section 1113 of the 
Political Code (Chapter 3, Title II..Part III.), that 
the Board of Supervisors of any county may, by 
order, provide for the publication aud distribu­ 
tion of township or precinct registers for elec­ 
tion purposes, aud may authorize the County 
Clerk to employ such assistants as necessary for 
the purpose ; therefore be it 
Resolved, And it is hereby ordered, that there 
be prepared and distributed precinct registers 
for each election precinct ol and w ithin the 
county of Sacramento, in time for use at the 
approaching general election in 1888, in accord 
anco with law. And the County Clerk is hereby 
authorized and directed to employ as many as­ 
sistant» as may be necessary to carry out this 
order, the num ber and compensation to be sub­ 
ject to the approval of this Board. 
Mr. Bates moved the adoption of the 
resolution. The motion was seconded by 
Mr. Ross, and upon roll-call the motion 
and resolution were adopted by a unani­ 
mous vote of the full board. 


T H E OLD AM ERICAN HRIDGE SOLD.

obtained for skid bridge, it is therefore recom­ 
mended by the Committee on

Bridges that said bridge be sold to R. S. Carey 
for said sum. And as an additional reason that 
the proximity of said old bridge to the new- 
one, and the liability of ilre, suggests an 
emergency and necessity for the sale and Im­ 
m ediate removal of said old bridge. 
The report was accepted and adopted, 
and the committe was instructed to notify 
Mr. Carey of the acceptance of his offer by 
the Board. 
Krskine Greer appeared before the Board 
a few days since and urged that a suitable 
amount be appropriated to aid in making a 
creditable display of the products and re­ 
sources ot the county at the approaching 
State Fair.

P roclaim s it a H oliday 
aud States R easons. 
The Governor has issued the following 
proclamation, declaring the 9th day of next 
month a public holiday’. 


S t a t e o f C a l i f o r n i a , 
j 
E x e c u t iv e D e p a r t m e n t , !- 
S a c r a m e n t o , A u g u st 10, lhoS. J 
To all to whom Hu sc presents shall come, greeting: 
By virtue of the authority iu me vested by the 
Constitution and laws of this State. I hereby 
appoint September 9,1-88, as a legal holiday for 
the purpose of giving the people an opportunity 
to properly celebrate the admission of Califor­ 
nia into the Union, in accordance with their 
expressed desire that the day should thus be 
recognized, a s the 9th of September tills year 
ialls on Sunday, the duy following, Monday, 
September 10, 1888, will be the one to be appro­ 
priately observed. 
In thus m aking the day a holiday, it will not 
be inappropriate for me to say that ol all the days 
in the year not one should lie dearer to the 
heart of every inhabitant of California than 
that which m arked her admission into the sis­ 
terhood of States. 
Business pursuits, the strife for place aud 
power, the struggle iu the battle of life for pro­ 
motion, supremacy ami fortune, should not en­ 
tirely obliterate the sentim ent of State pride 
and affection, for in my judgm ent the highest 
sentim ent that a community can express is 
gratitude for those euaowinem s which con­ 
tribute to happiness, contentm ent and pros­ 
perity, aud gives those interested an enviable 
position before the people of the world. 
This holiday, which, by virtue of the author­ 
ity vested iu me by the Constitution 1 am em ­ 
powered to appoint, is entirely in consonance 
with my own views. 1 believe, and fully so, in 
thus commemorating the most m arked era iu 
the history of the State, giving us, as it did, the 
grandest and proudest heritage that ever fell to 
the lot of m an, laying the foundation of a 
structure which, as the years are numbered, ap­ 
proaches a condition that will eventuate in 
building up an empire on this western confine 
of our beloved country that w ill be as a cloud 
by day and a pillar oi fire by night, giving token 
oi our leally, loyalty aud devotion, as a people, 
to America, her flag, her institutions aud her 
destiny. 
The request to make this day a holiday, and 
for the purpose indicated, came with force aud 
an earnest and patriotic feeling from the “ Na­ 
tive Bors of the Golden West,” an oigauization 
peculiarly Californian iu its nature and tend­ 
encies, and being so generally and generously 
sustaiued by all classes of our citizens, becomes 
doubly enhanced to the members thereof, as 
well as to myself. 
I m ight close this paper w ithout anything 
further than those necessary details tha’t con­ 
tribute to give it force aud vitality, but In con­ 
nection I may be pardoned for adding a lew 
words in obedience to a commendable State 
pride that actuates me at this time. Other 
states have their natal days, which doubtless 
are appropriately recognized, but in ray bum ­ 
ble opinion no other State iu the Union is more 
justified in expressing pride and gratification iu 
what sue lias a ready done, rejoicing with ex ­ 
ceeding gladness iu her present, and looking 
lorward to a glorious realization in her future, 
than California. 
No i>eoplu on the fuce of the earth are more 
susceptible o i self-government than those of 
caiitorm a. There are none more liberty-lov­ 
ing, loyal or patriotic. Ours is u State that is 
thoroughly 
aud 
comDlctely 
selt-sustaining. 
There is not a fool of land w ithin her borders 
that cannot be utilized lor the benefit of the 
people. Her educational facilities are peerless. 
Her press, her judiciary, her schools, her pul­ 
pits, her artisans and mechanics, and her busi­ 
ness m en. are an honor, in cither of the ca­ 
pacities under which they have enlisted and to 
which reference Is made in this. 
Iu no other State in the Union is labor more 
dignified, or honored, or compensated, than in 
California; for to-day the authenticated returns 
go to prove that there is on deposit in the sav­ 
ings banks upward of $80,000,000. This vast 
sum is the property of the workiDg and labor­ 
ing classes, and eoes not come in competition 
or comparison with those whose business inter­ 
ests induce them to seek the accommodation 
of commercial banks. 
In no other Slate in the 
Union are there more homesteads paid for by 
the efforts of hotiest labor, lhan in California, 
where the one who has worked at the bench, 
dug in the trenches of advancing progress, as­ 
sisted to rear the magnificent buildings which 
beautify and adorn the State,or engaged in what­ 
ever m anual or physical labor that has distin­ 
guished his day’s calling, can, after his task 
is ended, wend his way to his own home, aud 
rest him self for the recurring day of work and 
labor under his own “vine and fig tree.” 
And so 1 m ight go on and enum erate count­ 
less reasons for the course to be pursued in the 
m atter which calls this into requisition; but 1 
will conclude by saying that her escutcheon is 
without speck or blemish, aud the child born 
upon her soil is endowed with a priceless 
legacy in birthplace.

Did a yearling colt bring $!>S,000 -it an 
auction sale? 
Aud did Senator llear.-t pay $40.000 
next day lor King Thomas? 
Many people, and good horsemen, too, 
think not. The announcement lias been 
blazoned forth with great publicity, aud 
has not hitherto been openiy discredited, 
aud yet there is a doubt whether a tale 
was made at any such figures. There are 
one thousand and one reasons why such 
figures should be falsely recorded. 
If Sen­ 
ator Hearst had bought the colt in the 
fiist instance, even a: the figures named, it 
might have been considered one of the ec­ 
centricities of wealth. A man wiilt an in­ 
come of $1,000 a day, even though lie 
takes his friends in tiie coal-cellar to 
quench their thirst when his wife is giv­ 
ing a reception, can aflbrd to risk $40,000 
on a running yearling. 
But why should 
careful gamblers like Appleby and John­ 
son, the book-makers, itazard $38,000 on 
such a questionable risk ? To be sure, by 
an erroneous decision of the judges, they 
won next day at the race-ttaek somewhere 
between $40,000 and 00,000 by the univer­ 
sally derided verdict in favor of their 
horse. 
But they could not have counted 
upon that with any degree of certainty. 
No one questioned the honesty of Hie 
grossly-mistaken judges, and even if they 
were open to suspicion Appleby and John­ 
son couid not be sure in such a field of 
horses that Tristan’s nose would touch Tea 
Tray’s shoulder at the finish. 
Yet they 
are supposed to have paid $38,000 for an 
untried equinine baby, which Senator 
iiearst took off their hands next day at 
an advance of $2,000. 
W hat relation docs 
J. B. Haggin, who sold King Thomas and 
his sixty odd stable companions, bear to 
Senator Iiearst? lie is his business asso­ 
ciate, anil people who are aware of that 
fact are doing a heap of thinking.—Phila­ 
delphia Times. 


A t.R U U LTU R A L 
HINTS. 


A little time, a little care, may mate­ 
rialize into big berries and bigger satisfac­ 
tion. 
Tomato plants well trained are easier 
cared for and far better than the neglected 
plants. 
President Phillips, of the West Michi­ 
gan Horticultural Society, believes that 
uuleached ashes is the best fertilizer known 
for vineyards. 
Fresh hard wood ashes are worth for 
the orchard fully as much as six times 
their actual weight of fresh horse manure. 
The addition of salt to ashes is said to still 
further increase their fertilizing proper­ 
ties. 
It has been demonstrated that while the 
pinching back of the shoots of melons will 
induce the vines to throw out laterals, and 
also produce a large number of melons, 
the process does not increase tlie size of 
the fruit. 
The orange-colored rust on the rasp­ 
berry and blackberry bushes is a fungus 
which spreads rapidly, and will soon ruin 
an entire plantation unless prompt meas­ 
ures arc- resorted to. The digging up and 
burning of all allécted plants is the only 
known remedy. 
A monster bunch of asparagus raised by 
Robert Nichols, a market gardener near 
Philadelphia, has l>cen on exhibition in a 
Courtiand street (New York) seed store. 
The bunch is two feet in hight, thirty-six 
inches in circumference and weighs forty 
jaiunds, or nearly a pound a spike, all of 
which is edible. There is some doubt as 
to its variety, but it is believed to be the 
new Southern sort “ Palmetto.” 
A prominet and extensive fruit-grower 
of Genesee county, X. Y., has invented 
and guite satisfactorily used for two sea­ 
sons, in securing his apple crop, an appa­ 
ratus constructed of canvas, resembling 
somewhat that of an inverted umbrella, 
into which the fruit is shaken from the 
tree. And from an aperture in the smaller 
and lower part, it is deposited in a basket, 
to be carried awav and assorted.

The lecturer stated that liechumi g must 
begin slowly at first. In a few minutes the 
churn was to l>e stopped to let out the air, 
which, if allowed to remain, would a licet 
the cream and make it sleepy. 
T'.e time 
for churning was about thirty-five mín­ 
ales—certainly not over forty ndilutes. 
After churning twenty minutes il was a 
good plan to look at it. 
If it was broken 
churn a little slower. 
When the butter 
came they should take away ever' 
arti­ 
cle of buttermilk. The butter at tlii ,u g a 
would be in a granulated state. 
It ought 
then to be washed with cold water, which 
would surround each fat globule and take 
away all impurities, as well as harden the 
butter. 
It was well to wash in three sep­ 
arate waters, 
if salt was required to be 
added, mix it with a brine, and add it 
with the water last used. She was, how­ 
ever, against any salt being used at all. 
The butter was worth fourpenee a |*)und 
more in London market, and that was a 
consideration. 
The lecturer then gave a 
few practical hints on the keeping and 
feeding of cattle. 
In the first place, it 
was imperative to keep the cattle clean 
and give them good wholesome food and 
water. 
It was a disgrace to this country 
that the foreigners should beat us in mak­ 
ing butter. The great fault was in its not 
being uniform. 
The Xormiudy butter 
averaged fifteen pence a pound the year 
round, and in London it was now selling 
at from is. Sd. to 2s. a pound. 
Butter 
without Milt would keep six weeks, auil 
be perk'ctly fresh. 
It salt was used, about 
one pound to every gallon of water should 
be put in. 
Xever allow a finger to touch 
the butter, as this caused it to turn rancid. 
The great secret of good butter was to pre­ 
serve the grain. 
It ought to have a crum­ 
bly appearance when taken from the churn. 


Sivisu Girls as B lasts of Burden. 
No sooner are the girls large enough to 
possess the requisite physical strength 
than they are set to the most servile work 
the land affords. The child has a panier 
basket fitted to hershouldersat the earliest 
possible moment, and she drops it only 
when old age, premature hut merciful, 
robs her of power to carry it longer. I have 
seen sweet little girls of 12 and 14 stagger­ 
ing down a mountain-side or along a rough 
pathway under the weight of bundles of 
fagots as large as their bodies, which they 
no sooner dropped than they hurried back 
for others. 1 have seen girls of 15 or 16 
years barfooted and bareheaded, in the 
blistering rays of an August sun, breaking 
up the ground by swinging mattocks heavy 
enough to tax the strength of an able­ 
bodied man. 
And I have known a young 
mbs no older than these to be employed 
as a porter for tarrying the baggage of 
travelers up and down the steepest moun­ 
tain path in all the region about. She ad­ 
mitted that it was sometimes very hard to 
take another step but she must do it. And 
stie carried » tcli an amount of baggage! A 
stout-limbed guide is protected by the law, 
so that he cannot be compelled’ to carry 
above twenty-five pounds, but the limit 
often put upon girls is their inability to 
stand up anything more. 
But the burden 
increases with the age and strength of the 
bunieii-bearers, till by the time the girls 
have come to womanhood there is no sort 
of menial toil in which they do not bear a 
hind, and quite commonly the chief hand. 
—Letter from Gtneea. 
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T h e C are o f F a rm M achinery. 
The wear and tear of farm machinery, 
especially mowers, reapers, thrashers and 
others with swift running-gear is immense. 
Much of this may lie saved by covering 
from tbe rata and dew when in the field. 
This, however, is only one of the integers 
causing deterioration. 
It has been com­ 
puted that fully 20 per cent of the value 
of harvesting machines is yearly lost by 
failure to keep the hearing surfaces prop­ 
erly oiled. This, however, is not because 
too little oil is used; it is that the bear­ 
ings, especially those working rapidly, do 
not receive oil often enough, and when 
oiled they get too much. 
The use of oil is to keep the hearing 
surfaces apart, so they may not grind to­ 
gether. Oil causes the friction surfaces or 
bearings to slide or roll one on the other 
without coming together. Hence, only 
the best oil, that will not gum, should he 
given, 
in this, judgment must be use-.!. 
Good oil quickly spreads, and the hearings 
being reasonably ciose, friction is reduced 


to a minimum. 
If too much oil is used, it 
runs to waste, and is lost. 
If not enough 
is given, friction and undue wear ensues. 
The gear aud hearings grind upon each 
other, the metal heats, expands, and a very 
little time will destroy the integrity of the 
machine. 
The first thing, therefore, the farmer 
should study is to find the exant quantity 
of oil required, and to become acquainted 
with the time necessary to wear out oil 
tijion each particular bearing. 
Once this 
study is made, very little difficulty will be 
experienced. 
There is no one thing that 
the operator should give more attention to 
than this, among other matters connected 
with the working of farm machinery.— 
Prairie Farmer. 


COMMERCIAL. 


B eilins U nder O ne’s O w n ISram l. 
A prominent grower and maker of dried 
fruit, negotiating to sell his pack to an 
Eastern house, offered to take less price 
for them iu boxes, branded with his own 
name, than in saeks. It sounded strangely, 
knowing tlmt boxes and packing cost 
somwehere about one cent a pound in the 
country, against about one-eighth of a cent 
per pound for sacks and filling them. But 
this was a man who has a reason for 
things, and liis reasons for this seeming 
fooling away of money without being 
asked, or even expected to do it, were 
these: If lie sold in sacks his ideutity 
would he gone as soon as the buyer, or a 
subsequent buyer, chose to repack the fruit 
into boxes and brand them with their own 
name, or the fancy name of some imagin­ 
ary packing company in California. 
This 
grower, having a head upon his shoulders, 
raises line fruit, and by watching and 
questioning other people, experimenting 
himself and reading such papers as give 
real information, he knows how to make a 
first-class article of dried fruit. 
His orch­ 
ard is young, hut his output of fruit is 
considerable, and will he a great deal 
larger year hv year, until everything is in 
full hearing. 
He don’t pro)>ose to carry 
the same stone up the hill every year that 
some do, who sell their identity with their 
goods, hut to get before the public with 
his name burned or stamped into the wood 
of the boxes, so that our playful friends 
over East can’t take it out with a scraper, 
as they can do with mere stenciling, and 
substitute their own names instead. 
He 
proposes to pay this one cent a pound or 
so for a while as his expense of advertis­ 
ing himself, counting upon eventual reim­ 
bursement from tiie large demand at full 
prices which he believes it will bring 
iiini. 
To small producers this plan offers 
no adequate inducements to offset the 
price, and can only be adopted to advant­ 
age by tiie few who have sufficient quanti­ 
ties to warrant direct dealing with East­ 
ern buyers.— The Pacific Fruit-Grower. 


C a n cer A m ong th e A'egetaviann. 
Surgeon-Major Ilenley, Resident Sur- 
geou at Jappore, writes to us: “ In the 
British Medical Journal of April 7, 1888, 
the following statements are made: ‘M. 
Reclus has shown that cancer was all but 
unknown among the persous whose food 
was exclusively vegetable. 
M. Verneuil 
also believed that the increase of cancer 
wjs largely due to the carnivorous habits 
of diet of the past generation.’ 
The rec­ 
ords of the Mayo Hospital at Jappore, 
which is under niv charge, show no im­ 
munity of vegetarians from cancer. 
From 
January, 1880, to the present date, 102 
major operations have been performed in 
cases of cancer. Of these, 41 were on the 
persous of meat eaters and 61 on those of 
strict vegetarians who liad never eaten 
meat since their birth, 
in India, where 
caste rules are exceedingly rigid, the fact 
that the latter were true vegetarians is ca­ 
llable of absolute proof. 
Among them are 
six Saraogis, a class of Jains who even re­ 
ject many kinds of vegetables. 
Three of 
these Saraogis suffered from cancer of the 
breast. 
Out of 102 cases there were three 
deaths 
attributable 
to the operation. 
There is no info: mat ion available as to 
recurrence, or the contrary. 
The cases 
were divided a;- follows : Cancer of breast 
20, tongue or lips 8, head aud face 17, up­ 
per extremity 11. lower extremity 8, trunk 
IS, testicle 1, glands 3. There were 62 
males and 40 females, a large proportion 
of the latter in a country where the pur­ 
dah system is in force. 
The maximum age 
was 70 years, the minimum 18 years, the 
a verage 43 years.”—British MrAictd Journal. 


I m p o rta n t S c arlet F e v e r .Statistics. 
The relation borne by scarlet fever to 
the age and sex of the subject as well as to 
the season of the year gave rise to an in­ 
teresting discussion in the Epidemiological 
Society of London last month. A detailed 
analysis of upwards of 6,000 cases showed 
that the liability to the disease “ was 
slight in infancy, reached its maximum in 
‘he fourth or fifth year, and diminished 
every year afterwards.” 
So far as severity 
of attack was concerned, however, it was 
greatest during the first two years, and les­ 
sened year by year thereafter. 
The death 
rate reached its minimum in both sexes in 
the third year of life; “ 42 per cent, of the 
cases and 6-5 per cent, of the deaths oc­ 
curred in the first five years of life.” 
The 
advantage of postponing an attack was a 
double one, in that liability to it was di­ 
minished each year beyond the fifth, and 
also that its severity was lessened by each 
year of post|>onement. 
It was estimated 
that probably two-thirds of our adult pop­ 
ulation had escaped attack altogether. 
The significance of the above is exceed­ 
ingly important for the consideration of 
those, by no means few among us, who 
consider lightly the exposure ot their chil­ 
dren to diseases that are considered the 
inevitable portion of childhood. The facts 
that a considerable jiercentage escape in­ 
fection altogether, and that susceptibility 
to attack and its severity decrease year by 
year after the fifth, should stimulate us to 
every caution the most intelligent care can 
exercise to shield our little ones from this 
disease, the results of which, when not 
fatal, are often so serious, distressing and 
permanent.—Babyhood. 


B re e d la g Off th e H o rn s. 
Iu commenting on the recent decision in 
a Scotch Court to the effect that dishorn­ 
ing cannot legally be regarded to he "cru­ 
elty to animals,” the London Mark Ixme 
Express remarks: 
“ It would be tolly to 
attempt to refute on legal grounds the de­ 
liverance of so high a professional author­ 
ity as Lord Young. 
A t the same time we 
cannot affect to sympathise with his decis­ 
ion more than the practice which called it 
forth. The disadvantages of horns on fat­ 
tening stock are obvious and admitted, but 
there are other ways and means of remov­ 
ing them than by deliberately applying 
the saw. 
A very large and ever increas­ 
ing proportion of British cattle are horn­ 
less ; and it has been proved beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that no more effectual 
remedy for ‘ horn trouble ’ can lie em­ 
ployed than the use of impressive Polled 
sires. This practice is extending rapidiv 
over the northern counties of England, 
and well might our Scotch friends forego 
the advanced American notions, and adopt 
the more humane and desirable methods of 
‘ breeding out ’ the horus. They have 
crossing materials in abundance, and no 
sympathy should be shown to the repre­ 
hensible practice of inflicting unnecessary 
pain on dumb animals where such might 
so easilv and so surelv be avoided.” 


R e m e d y fo r A p p le T r e e B o re rs . 
The entomologist of the Ohio experi­ 
ment station advises one and the same 
remedy for both the round-headed and flat­ 
headed borers and bark lice that so injuri­ 
ously affects the trunks of apple trees. 
The remedy is a wash made by mixing one 
pound of hard soup with two gallons of 
boiling hot water, and then adding a pint 
of crude carbolic acid. 
This mixture 
should be applied late in May, and again 
three weeks later with a scrub brush to 
the trunk and larger limbs of the tree. 
If 
the hark is rough it ought to he scraped 
before the wash is applied. 
Xo cracks in 
the hark at the base of the trunk, where 
the insects can enter, should be missed in 
the application, as the sole object is to pre­ 
vent the laying of the eggs, from which 
the grubs are hatched.—Pacijic Farmer.

road dust, sand, eoal ashes, woixl ashes, or 
plain simple dirt—any one of them will 
answer, and then mix f hrough it four or five 
pounds of sulphur. The addition of a 
quantity of carbolic acid to the sulphur 
will do no harm. The fowls will roll in 
this bath, mixing its contents through 
their feathers thoroughly, and they will 
very shortly be free from lice. 
Such a 
dust hath is the cheapest, easiest and most 
effective way of ridding fowls of lice that 
is known. 
The beauty of it is that the 
fowls both take and administer their own 
medicine.

TH£ KING’S DAUGHTERS. 


A .-tury Told by a New York I’hynician. 
Two years ago ten good women in tlie 
city of New York clasped hands and said 
“W e will do our charity in the name of 
¡he King we serve; we shall call ourselves 
Daughters of the King, and, making an 
Order of that name, those who wish to 
join with us in other lands shall be joined 
with us in heart and spirit, until the en 
tire Order shall become as one great wo 
man’s soul, sending its incense of good 
deeds up to God.” 
During the two years since this small 
meeting of women the Order of the King’s 
Daughters has grown and strengthened 
over North and South. 
In every village 
there are bands doing good work. 
In the 
commencement of this work the idea of 
having one symbol for all the hands was a 
sensible and beautiful one. 
Some interesting stories are told con­ 
cerning the King’s Daughters in New 
York. 
Of course the Society is larger 
there than anywhere else, and where there 
are so many rich girls, a great deal of good 
must be accomplished. One day I was go­ 
ing through Bellevue Hospital in company 
with a friend who was one of the regular 
house physicians. 
1 said : 
You know a great deal about the char­ 
ities here. 
Tell me of the King’s Daugh­ 
ters. 
Do you think they are doing much 
good ?” 
“ Well, the first King’s Daughters 1 saw,” 
he said, “were composed of a lot of young 
girls who came in to walk through the 
wards. 1 thought them a chattering, silly 
lot. 
They pulled at their little purple rib­ 
bon-tied crosses, and talked incessantly of 
the good they were going to do, while I 
followed thinking how I, if an indigent in­ 
dividual, would hate help from such a lot. 
A 1)0ut a week after this the head physician 
sent me word to go down to the reception- 
room and attend to the wants of a. young 
woman waiting there.” 
“ ‘Are you the house physician ?’ ques­ 
tioned a full, fresh voice, as a fair young 
girl arose to greet me. 
‘“ Yes, I’m one of the many house 
physicians here. 
W hat can I do for 
you ?’ 
“ ‘ I want to get a sick girl in here. 
I 
want her to have a private room and every 
attention. 
She was one of the housemaids, 
and she left some months ago when 1 was 
away. She said she was not strong. 
I 
looked for her when I returned, and found 
her in a wretched hovel wasting away with 
consumption. 
She was very pretty, an 
Irish girl, fair, dark-haired and blue-eyed. 
It was terrible to see the wasted wreck of 
her beauty lying there breathing out her 
life in want and wretchedness. 
It is hor­ 
rible to think of these working women’s 
helplessness when health fails.’ 
“ Yes, I see a great deal of t hat kind of 
thing; so much so that I’m afraid I grow 
callous,’ I replied. 
“ ‘Oh, no; I don’t think one could. W ill 
you take this girl ? 
I’ll have her sent to 
you in an hour or so.’ 
“ ‘Yes,’ I said; ‘1 think we can take her, 
but there’s only two vacant pay rooms at 
present, and 
they are very expensive. 
Why don’t you put her in the ward? 
They are very comfortable.’ 
“ ‘No; I couldn’t bear to think of that,’ 
she said, shaking her beautiful head. “If I 
was sick like that girl 1 couldn't bear to 
be put in a great room with a lot of other 
sick people. I know Maggie wouldn’t like 
it any better than I.’ 
“ It came home to me that this girl had 
struck the highest note in the scale of char­ 
ity. 
I had seen so much of ostentatious, 
fashionable religion among women that I 
might have become a skeptic in regard to 
female piety, had 1 not been prevented by 
a daily sight of good, quiet workers going 
daily in the wards with their meed of 
cheer and help. 
I knew well the visiting 
women who came with tracts and solemn 
faces to give a little money and a great 
deal of judgm ent talk to sick women whose 
lives had been sinful. 
I knew well the 
bejewelled dames who came in their car­ 
riages and said they would send a number 
of sick patients to the wards; and when 
they came to visit these sick folks, lectured 
on the advisability of more industry and 
a bath every day. 
“ Among the best and most charitable 
■women one had never said: ‘I want this 
pauper treated as I would wish to be if 1 
were sick.’ 
It was an entirely new phase 
of looking at the poor, and coming from 
the Ups of a Redfern-made girl it struck 
me as marvelously queer. She had about 
he- all the accessories of fashion, even to 
a poodle hound with a silver chain. 
I 
took her to look at the two vacant rooms, 
and she citóse the most expensive one be­ 
cause it opened on the south. She said 
she remembered when she was sick once 
the sunlight was sweeter than anything 
else. 
“ ‘Shall I take your name and address 
in case the girl would wish to see you or 
send some message when she comes!’ I 
asked. 
“ ‘Oh, never mind about that,’ she said, 
‘I'll be here to-morrow^ 
Just take this 
purse and supply her needs if she wants 
anything extra,’ and with that she de­ 
parted. 
"The girl was brought in a carriage on 
pillows. She was horribly emaciated and 
had that unearthly, wierd loveliness pe­ 
culiar to the consumptive Irish girl alone. 
Her eyes shone like blue stars iu the waste 
of her flushed sensitive face. 
The red 
lips often drew convulsively over the 
brilliant teeth as though com piling the 
fast ebbing life to stay. She could scarce­ 
ly speak, being interrupted every instant 
fcv a cough that seemed as if it might tear 
■ie frail body assuuder as a lily is tom by 
an east wind. 
I wanted to know the name 
of her benefactress, but hadn't the heart 
to question her again. 
*’ The pretty girl came next morning 
bringing a buncli of roses, such as a 
wealthy girl would purchase for a bouquet 
upon a state occasion. 
They were Mare- 
chal Neil and jacqueminot buds, more 
precious to the heart of a flower lover than 
gold or rubies. 
The sick girl devoured 
j m with her eyes as the donor leaned 
fver and kissed her fair brow. I left them 
and waited around the hall till the fair 
visitor opened the door and went her way. 
I shall neFer forget how she looked that 
dav. 
It was winter. 
“She wore a gray cloth gown, trimmed 
with fur, and a high Redfern gray cloth 
hat perched upon the fair hair. 
Beneath 
its brim little gold, wind-blown ringlets 
ran riot. 
The fair complexion shaded 
into anemone pink in cheeks and dimpled 
chin. 
The mouth was large and laughing 


imd the eyes were dark, brilliant. 
I can’t 
say any ting more, because wlien I tell you 
she’s my wife now, you’ll understand that 
her eyes are more to me than any words 
can tell. 
“After she left that day I went to the 
sick room, and seeing her look brighter 
and better, I couldn’t resist asking her 
about this unusual young woman, who 
brought ?10 bouquets to a sick maid. 
“ H er name was Miss R 
,’ answered 
Maggie. 
‘ Her father is a very rich man, 
but, oh ! so stingy. He never did a char­ 
itable act. Miss R 
is what they call 
a King’s Daughter, and she gives all her 
pocket money helping people. She doesn’t 
say so, but I know it, because when I lived 
with her poor people were always coming 
to her, and she was helping them con­ 
stantly. One day I heard her old father 
scolding, and saying if 6he was going to 
spend her money on vagabonds he’d cut her 
allowance. She's an angel, is Miss Ii 
, 
and she never talks about what she does.

HULES FOB TRAVEL. 
The following, which appears in 
Youth magazine, may be of value to some 
of our young readers at this season of the 
year, when so many are taking their vaca­ 
tion in travel away from home, and it is 
therefore republished for their perusal : 


I wonder if anybody will object to mv 
beginning and declare that this is not to 
be a practical paper, if I insist at the start 
that the very best rule on the road of life 
is always a certain old-fashioned one which 
bids you do unto others as we would that 
others should do unto us. The longer I 
live the more fully I become convinced 
that the apostle knew all about his subject 
when he wrote: “ Be pitiful; be court­ 
eous.” 
And every day’s oliservation shows 
me that courtesy pays the host dividends. 
At home and abroad the Golden Rule wins 
its way over all opposition, makes gruff 
people genial, sorrowful people happy, 
cross people kind. 
It sometimes seems al­ 
most to make had people good, and if it 
cannot do that, it certainly helps them to 
conquer their badness. 
Nothing is more 
remarkable than the eilfect of a uniform 
courtesy of voice and manner on a fractious 
child or an irritable servant. In the house­ 
hold it produces harmony, and on the road 
it is beyond price. 
We are all revealed more or less, as 1 
think you see, by what we do and say when 
we are off guard. 
W hat we do and what 
we say dejtend for their sincerity and true 
worth on what we are ; and we show what 
we are when we are tired or tried, per­ 
plexed or harrassed ; when we are among 
strange faces—as in traveling, or when 
we are in our own families. Some short­ 
sighted anil foolish persons fancy that they 
may put their good manners on and off, ;ls 
they do their dress suits and their party 
gowns—as they would don a mask behinil 
which to hide their real selves. 
In the 
long run this cannot he done. W hat we 
are shows in a moment of surprise or dis­ 
appointment, and the ass who is stepping 
about iu the lion’s skin moves the crowd 
to mirth or contempt. 
The best rule on the road is courtesy, 
and courtesy springs from unselfishness. A 
test of gentle breeding is found in the be­ 
havior of young people in public places. 
At a concert, where always there are those 
who have come because they love melody 
and desire to hear the performers, or in a 
drawing-room, where some one is seated at 
the piano or singing, only the rude and 
selfish will persist in carrying on a conver­ 
sation. 
W hat shall I say of the persons who 
push and crowd to secure the l>est places in 
a conveyance, of the boys and young men 
who sit in cars and ferry-boats while ladies 
are standing, of the pretty girl who keeps 
her seat while an elderly lady or gentle­ 
man or a mother carrying her baby has 
none, of the “ fresh-air fiend ” who opens a 
window in cold weather while a shivering 
neighbor is in the dread of pneumonia, or 
of the opposite, and equally objectionable 
type of traveler, who dreads ventilation as 
if it were pestilence? In every instance 
unselfish courtesy would prevent the least 
jar and make discomfort less evident if it 
could not altogether prevent it. 
I will suppose that Eleanor, who is al­ 
ways sweet and unselfish, and popular 
among her acquaintances because of her 
deference to their wishes, and her true 
politeness, is about, all by herself, to go on 
a little journey. 
Brother Ned, who lias 
usually attended 
her 
to 
the station, 
checked her trunk and established her 
eozilv with a newspaper and a box of bon­ 
bons, is engaged and cannot escort her, so 
she must depend ujxm herself. She feels 
rather nervous when she thinks about get- 
i ting the trunk cheeked, and at the last 
I moment regrets that she has taken any­ 
! thing more than hand-luggage. But really 
| nothing is easier than to see to one’s own 
trunk. 
After buying a ticket to whatever 
point you wish, you have only to go to the 
baggage-room, which is adjacent to the 
ticket-office, show your ticket to the bag­ 
gage-master, aud identify 
your trunk, 
which should always be plainly marked at 
both ends with your name and home ad­ 
dress—not the address of the place to 
which you are going. 
Take care of your check by putting it 
safely into a compartment of your bag or 
pocket-liook 
It is your receipt from the 
railroad company for your property, and 
must be returned to the company when 
they have fulfilled their part of the con­ 
tract. 
A girl is sometimes embarrassed, when 
escorted on a short trip by some gentleman 
of her acquaintance, as to the proper tiling 
to do about her expenses. Shall she oflfer 
him the money to purchase her ticket ? 
Shall she ignore his presence, and stepping 
to the office, purchase a ticket herself? 
Shall she let him buy it and give him its 
price when she reaches her journey’s end? 
Shall she suffer him to bear her ex;>enses, 
saying, “Thank you,” in a general way 
and accepting the gift of her fare ? From 
sheer diffidence many girls have done this 
last, thereby putting themselves in a false 
position, for it may he laid down as an un­ 
questioned rule on the road that gentle­ 
women arc never to place themselves un­ 
der financial obligations to men who are 
not membersol theirown families—fathers, 
brothers or husbands.

A rule upon the road, dear to all true 
men and women, is honest independence 
and dislike of accepting money as a gift. 
Money earned is one’s due. 
Aloney be­ 
stowed, except for value received, is almost 
invariably a mistake, and tactless charity. 
Rupert came to me one day lately to in­ 
quire whether, happening to go down in 
the same car with Melissa, he ought not to 
pay her fare ? 
“Is it not polite,” he said, “for a gentle­ 
man to pay the fare of ladies whom he 
knows intimately, when they chance to 
meet in a public conveyance ?” 
I said: 
“My dear boy, I am very glad 
you have asked me about this, for I want 
to inform you that it is very annoying and 
exasperating to ladies to have their friends 
do this verv thing. \Ye prefer to drop our 
own nickels into the box or the conduc­ 
tor’s hand, and that yon drop yours for us 
is the more vexatious because it is too 
small a thing to allow ot much protest.” 
“I cannot make a fuss over five cents,” said 
Amy the other day, “but if I knew that 
Reggie w a s to be on the 9 o’clock car I 
would take the 8:50 rather than to be his 
companion, for I like to pay my own 
way.” 
The matter is, of course, wholly 
different when a lady is a gentleman’s 
guest, so to sjieak, at an entertainment to 
which he has invited her. To the rnle, 
1* courteous, I add that other, be hon­ 
estly independent. 
_ A third rule for the road is this, be easv 
in your mind. 
Do not needlessly worry over the danger 
of accident, over the delays which are not 
your business, and which you do not un­ 
derstand. 
Being neither’ engineer nor 
; brakeman nor conductor, yon have no re­ 


sponsibility in the matter, and can afford 
not to fret. 
Worry is waste, waste of 
nervous force and therefore of vitality; 
waste of thought and feeling, waste of 
precious time. 
A worrying habit of mind 
writes wrinkles on the face and frightens 
youth away too early. 
Trust in the over­ 
ruling care of a dear heavenly Father, 
and go serenely onward in every journey, 
being as surely safe on the rolling wave or 
in the swiftly rushing train as when seated 
in your own room at home. 
A fourth rule on the road is to be open 
to new impressions. 
We should learn 
something daily. 
No one should too 
readily enter into talk with strangers, hut 
common sense must indicate the course to 
be pursued, and it is folly to he afraid to 
reply to a pleasantly asked question or to 
refrain from giving helpful information 
when you happen to have it yourself.

I’etcr the Great was opposed to litiga­ 
tion. 
lie issued an edict that no trial 
should last to exceed eleven days. 
A lawyer making his will, bequeathed 
his estate to fools and madmen, “ for,” said 
he, “ from such I had it and to such I 
give it.” 
Solomon compared the people to the sea 
and the lawyers to the wind. 
“ The sea,” 
he said, “ will lie calm and quiet if the 
wind does not trouble it.” 
Hargrave, the English commentator, is 
credited with having said: “ Any lawyer 
who writes so clearly as to be understood 
is an enemy to his profession.” 
In the reign of Henry VI. Courts were 
held at Dorking every three weeks, and 
there are instances of suits lasting six 
months, and resulting in damages of four 
pence and costs of twelve pence. 
European civilization may have wrought 
changes, but up to a few years ago the 
Chinese code was so simple that the serv­ 
ices of attorneys were not necessary, and 
there was not a lawer in the whole Em­ 
pire.

T h e T ru e A im of L iterary C u ltu re . 
It is certainly a true aim .of literas- 
culture to render its forms for expressing 
thoughts so transparent that they will lie 
quite lost to view in the thought itself. 
And yet, the writer and the speaker who 
are so skilled in the arts of expression as 
to surprise the mind into wonder or admi­ 
ration, by unexpected views of things true 
and beautiful, after long concealment of 
his purpose, is the one most likely to win 
the greatest prize from us. 
We may be 
beguiled into undue sympathy with "that 
purytose by the very art which for a time 
conceals it from full view.

“ Physiognomy is rather a vagary of the 
imagination than a science,” said a prom­ 
inent student of human nature the other 
day, “ and, therefore,” he continued, “ I 
deny that the expression of a man’s face is 
really an index of the person’s soul, as it 
is generally conceded to be, and as the ob­ 
ject of language is said to be the conceal­ 
ment of thought, so the expression of one’s 
countenance is but the mask to conceal 
one’s inner self. 
“ There is a tradition that far hack in 
the days of which history tells us nothing, 
there was no speech or language among 
men, hut that men read each other’s wants 
and wishes in their face6. and, as the 
world was pure, nothing hut purity ap­ 
peared in the expression of the human 
face. 
But wickedness crept in, and men 
sought to keep from their faoes the evil 
that was in their hearts, thus preventing 
the countenance from becoming the index 
of the soul. 
“ No,” the speaker went on, “ I have no 
faith whatever in 
physiognomy 
as a 
science, for as a science it is fanciful and 
wild. Take, for instance, the portraits of 
men who have tiecome iamous in the world 
of statesmanship, philosophy, -science, art 
and letters, and search and scan their faces 
for traces to mark their fame, and how 
often you wiil lie disappointed. The same 
is the case with men adepts in vice, cun­ 
ning and crime. 
Little can lie told from 
the external appearance of individuals as 
to their peculiar traits and characteristics 
by whicn they are known to their fellow- 
men. 
“ That certain habits of life affix their 
stamp to face and form is, no doubt, true, 
hut the solution of that condition is not in 
the reflex action of the mind and soul, but 
for the reason that a certain set of muscles 
are brought habitually into play and cause 
a special development. 
Is the man neces­ 
sarily all smiles and laughter who has 
wrinkles at the outer corners of the eves 
and upward-curving 
lines 
around his 
mouth? 
Yet those are the mechanical 
lines, which would indicate a merry- 
hearted man, if the science of physiog­ 
nomy is true. Those lines are only mus­ 
cular, simply the result of habit, and may 
be dictated by the rankest hypocrisy. 
“ Naturally the brutal and ignorant! 
classes will have coarser features, and will 
posses» brutal and animal faces, generally 
resulting from inherited qualities, and, 
therefore, they will do coarse and brutal 
things. 
It would lie an easy matter to 
trace a resemblance between the faces and 
the crimes of such people, in whom bru­ 
tality and coarseness predominate; but 
where will you find the lines and ear­ 
marks of brutality in the faces of the 
handsome Wilkes Booth or the cultured 
and elegant Eugene Aram? Look upon 
the canvases bearing the portraite-of the 
beautiful and angelic fiends that ruled the 
Emjierors of llome, and yon will see only 
patrician faces, hut they "brought.the Em­ 
pire to destruction. 
“ Instances of this character -might lie 
given indefinitely, but every one who lias 
made a careful stndv of the subject will 
agree that the connection between the 
facial expression and the inner ^mrit- 
eal nature isa very difficult ®ne to.tnace.”
